“An English General is coming here today to 
inspect the regiment, and remember, damn you, 
don’t call me ‘Bill’ until he goes.”

An instructor at a British training camp told 
me that the Canadians were now among the best 


disciplined troops in the army, but that the Aus-- 


tralians still gave occasional trouble. “Every 
now and then,” he said, “a couple of them will’ 
sneak down in the woods and camp out alone for 
@ couple of days.” 

British officers will tell you that, although the 
Australians fight well, their losses are much high- 
er than they would be with better discipline. If 
there is such a possibility as an absolutely dem- 
ocratic army, it has been much impaired by the 
poor work of the Russian republican army. The 
scheme of submitting each plan of attack to the 
soldiers before it is ordered cannot be said to have 
proved effective.

a young fellow, just commissioned Second Lieu- 
tenant, and he was almost shocked to death that 
I should take cigars from a soldier.” 

The officers who rose from the non-coms are 
also somewhat stiff and formal, in the exercise of 
their new-found honors. All have been trans- 
formed from their regular regiments, so that they 
shall not be associated with the enlisted men they 
knew before they held commissions. Some of the 
officers believe in leading their men, others in 
driving them, while still a third class combine the 
two methods. One of the best young officers I 
have seen in the army is absolutely informal with 
his men at times. He comes to their concerts 
and hands cigars to the quartet and consults with 
them as to what song they shall sing. 

“Captain, do you like ‘Cathleen’?” the big sol- 
dier who sang tenor would ask, and the Captain 
would answer: “Does it go like this?” humming 
a bar, and then add: “Yes, that’s a good one; let’s 
have it.” He could be stern enough upon occa- 
sion, and he had the best bombers in the army, 
but liked his men to know the reason for things. 
He was fond of letting them get his point of view 
about things. Thus, when he found some soldiers 
drinking too much, soon after their landing, he 
called a conference and told them that it had to 
stop.

“Some of yOu men are spending all your money 
on booze,” he said, “and getting stinko, pinko, 
sloppy drunk. It won’t do. A few old privates 
get drunk, but don’t copy them. It’s just because 
of that they’re old privates. I'm going to choose 
my non-coms from you, but not the men who 
drink. You've drunk yourself out of a commis- 
sion, Sergeant. I was going to recommend you, 
but how can I do it now? Just look at it the way 
I see it. If I took my pay in a lump I could buy 
every saloon in the town and stay drunk for two 
years. (I had to exaggerate a little, he confessed 
when he told the story to me afterward.) What 
do you suppose would happen then? Suppose the 
Majors and the Colonels and the Generals and the 
whole bunch got drunk, what would happen to 
the army?

Slouchy bearing annoys him 
fearfully and he takes an active and penetrating 
interest in shoes, buttons and bright metal. He 
is exceedingly charry of praise.

WAS with Villa in Mexico for a New York

Just before embarking for the European front 
on an assignment for this news service, I met a 
220-pound Spaniard who claimed to be a better 
man than any American. Although he had the ad- 
vantage of 60 pounds over me, I took him up, and, 
as a consequence, went to the hospital for two 
months with a braken leg and ankle. 


ready to go to Europe, but my employers had 
learned the uselessness of sending staff corre- 
spondents to the front. Nothing could get by the 
censor by that time, and the situation could be 
covered more efficiently by a good local man in 
each European capital. These chaps make a semi- 
annual trip to the trenches under the tutelage of 
staff officers, and sop up enough local color to 
last them for six months. 

Not finding a paper willing to send me, I decid- 
ed to enlist. I still limped a little, so on the M. 
D.’s advice, spent six months in the West Indies 
recuperating. During that time, I took in an in- 
teresting race war in Cuba and a psuedo revolu- 
tion in Santo Domingo. 

In August, 1915, I felt in proper trim, and went 
to Basse Terre, in Guadeloupe, French West In- 
dies, where .I enlisted.and was embarked for 
France shortly after with a detachment of native 
troops, In France, I was enrolled in the Foreign 
Legion and served there until January of this 
year, when I was discharged for physical dis- 
ability. 

From July to October, 1916, I was granted a 
“conge de convalescence.” Feeling fairly fit, I 
spent this leave with the American Ambulance 
Corps, serving with the rank of Acting Transport 
Officer and Adjutant to the Captain of the Am- 
bulances.

So much for myself and my personal movements. 
I will say no more of them. I did not distinguish 
myself, nor did I receive any medals during my 
term of service with the Foreign Legion. But 
while in the French army I saw many things and 
heard many tales that may aid you to get a per- 
spective on the human side of the war, and these 
I will endeavor to tell you. Tales of heroism and 
abnegation, tales of pathos and sentiment, tales 
of humor—for there is humor even in war, if your 


I would say that I found France very different 
from what I expected, and Frenchmen in general 
totally unlike the general conception of them, 
both physically and psychologically. In the two 
years I was there I never came across a single one 
of the “After you, my dear Alphonse” type: 

It will be quite a shock to the American boys, 
now going over there expecting to find a stage 
setting of highly excitable, goateed, artistic look- 
ing Bohemians entoning the Marseillaise, when 
they land in an upto-date port among humdrum 
people in usual clothes, such as you may see in 
any American city. And the subrettes are all 
busy taking fares on street cars or plowing the 
fields or selling tobacco, or doing any of a mil- 
lion things at which their soldier brothers worked 
before the war. And business is good, and food 
is plentiful, although expensive; but neither so 
plentiful nor so expensive as right here. 

Indeed, were it not for the uniforms every man 
wears, for the weeds 80 Many women wear and 
the countless empty sleeves and trouser legs one 
encounters on the streets, one would not know 
there is a war. 

However, when one gets to the front, he knows 
there is a war all right. 

According to Hoyle, war is a strictly scientific 
game in which the element of chance is supposed 
to be eliminted. Troop movements today are care- 


Neither is the irresistible push of the enemy's 
millions accepted as an excuse for a retirement, 
nor should an advance be made without orders, 
whatever the opportunity. 

This is the theoretical war, but, in practice, it 
does not always work out, and seemingly unim- 
portant incidents sometimes change the battle 
line without asking permission of the G. H. Q. 

On Christmas day, 1915, the enemy lines were 
within a hundred yards of ours near X—— in the 
Champagne district. For several days there had 
been a lull in rifle fire, although the heavy artil- 
lery on either side kept up an intermittent duel, 
trying to locate each other, and incidentally great- 
ly interfering with our communications to the 
rear. 

Supplies were scarce for the moment. Several 
times we were obliged to break into our store of

emergency rations, and, although there was still 
some tobacco available, matches were unobtain- 
able. Luckily, there was one chap in that par- 
ticular trench who had a “briquet’” (automatic 
lighter). He, Fournier, was the most popular man 
in the neighborhood. Even officers had to come 
to him for a light, and the cook would give him 
the choicest bits in exchange for the loan of his 
“briquet.” 

On Christmas there was not a shot fired in our 
sector. Despite official prohibition, many of the 
men started conversations with the enemy, some 
of whom spoke French, and exchanges of souve- 
nirs were effected with them. 

At last, one German asked for.a box of matches, 
saying that he had not smoked for a week for 
lack of one. Upon hearing that we were in the 
same fix, he begged the loan of our “briquet.” 
Confidingly, we threw it over into the German 
trench, and, after a few minutes, asked for its re- 
turn. To our disgust, we were told that it could 
not be found, and, when we expostulated, we got 
the laugh. 

That night we had to chew on our unlighted 
pipes, and mighty little consolation did they give 
us. A soldier needs a smoke when he needs 
one. To make it worse, the Germans began to 
sing Christmas carols. When they struck up 
“Deutschland Uber Alles,” it was the last straw 
and we resolved to get even. 

Our officers were in their dugout a little in 
the rear, and there was no one to stop us. We 
stole up to that trench in the darkness while the 
unsuspecting Boches indulged in close harmony, 


and, at the point of the bayonet, we took their | / 


trench and 200 prisoners. 

We went through them, and, to Fournier’s de- 
light, found the “briquet.” After that, he would

The Fat Sapper and the 
Mine That Failed to Explode

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Complete Success of Italian 
Drive on Isonzo Would Mark | 
Beginning of End for Austria}

INCE I wrote my last Sunday article two 
S military events of very great importance 
have taken place—the Italian attack on 
the Isonzo front and the French operation before 
Verdun. Of these two operations, on the mili- 
tary side, the Italian is by all odds the more im- 
portant. It is, moreover, still going forward when 
these lines are written, and it is impossible to 
foresee its consequences on such evidence as we 
yet possess, although it is patent that it may be 
one of the great successes of the war. 

Next week I hdépe to discuss the Italian opera- 
tion in some detail, when our reports of the 
progress shall be more definite. At the moment it 
is perhaps sufficient to indicate the problem which 
confronted the Italians when they opened their 
attack. In August of last year the Italian army 
faced eastward from the Julien Alps to the Bay of 
Panzano, the northern end of the Adriatic Sea, in 
much the same posture that it stood after the 
first brief advance in the previous year had 
brought the Italian army to the first position in 
which Austria had elected to stand. 


| | THE THREE OBSTACLES. 


The Austrian front presented three distinct ob- 
stacles, which may be covered in a description of 
the three divisions of an army—the flanks and 
the center. On the north, from Tolmino right 
down to the neighborhood of Gorizia, the Aus- 
trians occupied very hight ground on the east 
bank of the Isonzo River, which was, in fact, a 
moat. This high ground, known as the Bainsizzi 
Plateau, culminated a few miles north of Gorizia 
in several heights approaching 2000 feet in eleva- 
tion, of which Mounts Kuk and Santo were the 
more important peaks. This was a position that 
well might have been deemed impregnable, and 
it did, in fact, resist all efforts last year. South of 
the Bainsizzi Plateau the Austrian center occu- 
pied some hills just across the Isonzo River, cov- 
ering Gorizia. Southward, again, between the 
Wippach River and the sea, the Austrian line 
stood east of the Isonzo, on the first slopes of the 


which had been hewn trenches of the defenders. 

In August of last year the Italians forced the 
crossing of the Isonzo and took Gorizia, and south 
of the Wippach River made considerable progress 
up the Carso, but their position in Gorizia was 
made precarious by the Austrian hold upon Kuk 
and Monte Santo, which dominated the town from 
the north, and by other Austrian works on the 
hills of Dosso Faiti and Mount Hermada to the 
south. 

Accordingly, earlier this year, the Italians made 
a new drive south of the Wippach, took Dosso 
Faiti and all the high ground about it, but were 
again held up west of the Hermada. This was the 
situation as it existéd when the Italians began 
their new offensive now going forward. This time 
the main Italian blow was delivered to the north 
on the Bainsizzi Plateau, Crossing the Isonzo 
River under fire, the Italians climbed up the face 
of the hills, in part covered by the forces on 
Mount Kuk, which was captured in an earlier 
drive. By Tuesday of Aug. 28 Monte Santo and 
the whole of the Bainsizzi Plateau were falling 
into Italian hands, and the Austrians were being 
driven rapidly eastward, although they still hold 
Mount Gabriell®, three miles north of Gorizia.

At the present moment the situation is this: 
The Austrian right on the Isonzo Plateau has been 
defeated and perhaps routed. It is falling back 
rapidly and as it falls back it will compel the 
center facing Gorizia to fall back also, and thus 
will enable the Italians to concentrate their fire 
upon the Carso positions. It will also enable the 
Italians to advance up the Wippach River and 
partially encircle the Carso Plateau. At the same 
time they are hammering at the Hermada works, 
and the present promise is that within the next 
few days we shall see a general movement forward 
of the whole Italian army in the direction of 
Trieste. 

But many strong positions still remain to be 
captured, and unless there is an actual Austrian 
route the time is not yet at hand when one can 
expect the fall of Trieste. On the other hand, an 
Austrian route would mean that the Italians 
would pour forth through the gates between the 
Julien Alps and the sea and begin a genera! ad- 
vance on an ever-widening front into Austria. 
As I pointed out last year, the Isonzo position is a 
magnified Thermopylae. As long as the Austrians 
hold out, very greatly superior Italian numbers 
are not able to make themselves felt, and the en- 
tire action is restricted to a 30-mile front. Italy 
has great numbers available; Austria has ever- 
shrinking contingents; and an-Italian victory of 
sweeping character might easily presage the be- 
ginning of the end as far as Austria is concerned. 

It is interesting to note that the !talians owe 
considerable of their present successes to the 
British guns which have been sent to this front. 
They are also beine aided ty a new form of mon-

It is interesting, now that the French have taken 
the offensive and are regaining ground at Verdon, 
to recall the stages of the German advance.

CHECKING EXTORTION. 


The first question ‘hat the average man will 
ask in connection with President Wilson’s action 
in fixing a basic price of $2.20 a bushel for wheat, 
is: How will it affect the price of bread? 

It is reported from Washington the food author- 
ities believe that with wheat at $2.20 the price of 
a 14-ounce loaf can be reduced to 5 cents, but al- 
ready the bakers have begun to protest that it will 
be impossible. Perhaps they will be less sure 
that it is impossible when the full power of the 
Government is asserted. A basic price of $2 for 
coal is also “impossible,” but after the operators 
have done with their grumbling they will come 
to it or find that the Government is in pos- 
session of their mines. 

With the complaints of farmers we need not 
seriously trouble ourselves. The farm price of 
wheat at the beginning of the war was $1 and 
under. Even when the speculative price was 
manipulated to $3.50 a few months ago, investi- 
gation showed that farmers had not been get- 
ting more than $1.60, and most wheat was sold 
far under that price. The farmer who cannot 
profitably raise wheat on the basis of $2.20 a 
bushel] in Chicago is a poor farmer and had bet- 
ter turn his activity in some other direction. 

The man to be considered at this time is not 
the farmer or the miller or the jobber or the bak- 
er, but the man who works for day wages or a 
It is his back that the high cost 
of living is breaking. In addition to all the gov- 
ernmental taxation that is passed along to him, 
he is compelled to submit to a system of private 
taxation that has never been surpassed in the 
annals of extortion. Everybody who has to do 


weekly salary. 


with the necessaries of life is trying to get rich 
at his expense, and the burden cannot be borne 
indefinitely. 

The head of one of the largest baking concerns 
in the country is quoted in the newspapers as 
saying that “bread is today the cheapest food in 
the market.” That ma: be true without prov- 
ing that the price of bread is not excessive. The 
bakers may be astonished at their own modera- 
tion in view of what some of the other practi- 
tioners in price-kiting are doing, but the fact re- 
mans that the price of bread must come down, 
along with the price of other necessaries. No 
means exist for pyramiding wages as rapidly as 
cost-of-living pryamids. 

The Government is only at the beginning of 
the use of its war powers to regulate prices. There 
is no more proper and legitimate exercise of such 
power in time of national peril than the stern 
restriction of ckitasan greed. 
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SCOURGE YEAR FOR TEXAS. 

Texans welcomed the end of the border troubles 
as a welcome respite for that State. But it ap- 
pears that the troubles of the commonwealth were 
only beginning and the year following the de- 
parture of many of the soldiers and the better be- 
havior of the Mexicans has been a scourge year. 

Foremost among the troubles has been three 
sessions of the Legislature, with another in sight, 
and the impeachment of Gov. Ferguson, following 
his attack on the State University. Incidental to 
these political troubles there has been a drouth so 
severe in 50 counties that even the orchards are 
dying and the State and Federal Government are 
taking measures of relief for the farmers. Aside 
from an appropriation of $500,000, the State is re- 
mitting taxes in many counties. Growing out of 
these things are developing personal and political 
issues that threaten to swamp all measures of 
really State-wide importance in the next cam- 
paign. The building of State schools and other 
advancements are being recalled in forced finan- 
cial retrenchment. 

The country papers of the State are viewing the 
situation with alarm. Some of them ascribe the 
present state of affairs to the fact that the domi- 
nant party in Texas has permitted political af- 
fairs to become factional and personal to an 
extent that the State good is overlooked. They 
say that vindication and revenge are made the 
big questions in campaigns; that the favorite 
method of seeking votes is by attacking some 
other person. The editors are demanding that 
the men who are making these issues be squelched 
and that State politics be put on a State basis. 
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THE LOT OF WARE PRISONERS. 

Many in this country, especially in the West, 
have been watching for a renewal in more defi- 
nite form of a fugitive suggestion presented in the 
press not long ago. This was a suggestion for 
stationing in the United States the prisoners of 
war of the Central Powers now held by the west- 
ern allies. 

The merit of the suggestion gains apprecia- 
tion as the time approaches for the departure of 
hundreds of thousands of American soldiers for 
France. The troopships used to take the soldiers 


street cleaning and other menial tasks in Europe. 

In fact, the war has reached a stage when 
the whole problem presented by unwieldy accu- 
mulations of war prisoners should be taken up 
by the world and dealt with vigorously. All ac- 
counts agree as to the deplorable condition of 
entente prisoners held in Germany, and their 
wretchedness must increase as the war goes on. 
If the Red Cross was able to make an arrange- 
ment under which it relieves the wants of some 
of these unfortunate prisoners, why could it not 
make an arrangement for the systematic relief 
of all? 

In the absence of some such arrangement, Ger- 
many cannot be starved without starving also 
some of the bravest and most valuable members 
of the entente peoples.

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THE REPUDIATION OF MR. GORE. 

Of all the other states in the Union, perhaps 
there is none in which Missouri feels such a per- 
sonal interest as in Oklahoma. That is natural, 
because we gave so-much of our hardiest and 
best blood to the pioneers who made it possible 
for her to take her place in the great American 
sisterhood. We feel that she is almost a part of 
us and, for this reason, whatever concerns her 
closely concerns Missouri. 

It is, therefore, with the most piquant atten- 
tion that Missourians are following the growing 
movement in Oklahoma to force Senator Gore 
to abandon his obstructionist policy towards the 
war or else leave the national Senate. Gore has 
chosen to follow in the footsteps of his Missouri 
colleagues, Stone and Reed, but Missourians are 
glad to know that he is no more representative 
of Oklahoma in the matter than Stone and Reed 
are representative of Missouri. 

We have the word of the McAlester News-Cap- 
ital, hitherto a stanch Gore newspaper, that the 
press of his State is a unit in condemning his 
attitude. The chairman of the Democratic State 
Committee has wired him that he no longer in- 
terprets the views of his constitmency end has 
urged him either to “help win the war or resign.” 
Citizens of Hugo have called upon him to resign 
and in Pittsburg County alone 200 Oklahomans 
have signed an appeal that he step out of the 
office they believe he is no longer qualified to 
fill. 

His chief supporter is an organization calling 
itself the Farmers’ Union, which has also declared 
for $3 wheat, 30-cent cotton and exemption of its 
members from military service. It is not com- 
nosed of anything like a majority of Oklahoma 
farmers, for they, like the sturdy Missourians 
from among whom they went to the Southwest, 
are patriotic and loyal. 

The Gores, Reeds, Stones, Vardaman’s La Fol- 
lettes, et al., belong to a type of politicians that 
is rapidly becoming obsolete in this country. If 
Oklahoma can succeed in shelving its own mis- 
representative first in some conclusive manner, 
it will have won an enduring place in the na- 
tion’s Hall of Fame.

THE SOLDIERS’ HOME FRIEND.

If the man has a family who will keep him in- 
formed as to home news, send to him comforts 
and perform other small duties, all well and good. 
If the man has no kin to so act or the family 
professes to be too poor, the county council will 
appoint someone to keep in touch with the sol- 
dier and a fund will be provided to pay for the 
correspondence and occasional gifts as is neces- 
sary. 

Reports so far indicate that men and women 
are offering to care for soldiers’ home wants in 
excess of the number required. Young girls are 
barred as these guardians.

A. S&S. K.—Now don't tell Hindenburg. 
The War Department has worked out a 
reorganization of the American forces on 
a basis that it is expected will result in 
a tetal of 1,287,000 men Sep. l. The frst 
contingent for war will be an army of 
1,107,000 and a navy force of 180,000. © *® 
* “How many aeroplanes will the U. & 
build?” asked Brigadier-General George O. 
Squier, commander of the Signal Corps, 
after having been asked the same question, 
“IT am not here to make public our plans 
or to indulge in prophetic figures. The 
closest estimate I can give is about this: 
The determination of the allied Govern- 
ments is to enter Germany by the air 
route, and the United States Government is 
going to provide enough machines to make 
itself felt in putting this program through. 
This is not saying that we will construet 
22,000 airplanes or 1,000,000 or 10 or a 
dozen. If I knew how many machines we 
would or could construct In a year I 
wouldn’t tell, because this would be telifng 
Von Hindenburg, and he’d thank us for 
the information. The best time to tel] the 
enemy about any military program is after 
that program has been carried out and put 
into effect. Germany announced her 43- 
centimeter guns by hauling them up to the 
battle line and firing shells of hitherto un- 
heard-of caliber into Belgium. After the 
guns were built and placed in operation she 
encouraged the press in glorifying the 
results. The Germans are a nation of press 
agents, but they never let publicity tamper 
with a Government secret. Of course the 
public wants to know what we are going 
to do with the $640,000,000 which Congress 
has appropriated for the aviation service. 
Well, it’s safe to say that we will spend 
that money and probably much more on 
the air route into Germany. That's about 
all we're going to say. Civilians are con- 
tinually asking the question, ‘What are 
your plans” It’s harg to convince some 
business men that an efficient military 
program is not a plan, but many plans. It 
ought to include all the plans there are tn 
order to meet and defeat the fellow on the 
other side of the firing line, and you may 
be sure he has not been advertising his 
intentions.” © © * Every battleship and 
cruiser that was in reserve has been fully 
manned and commissioned. Contracts have 
been placed for every destroyer and sub- 
marine chaser that shipyards of the coun- 
try can build, and new records are expect- 
ed in construction. All this, in addition 
to the 32,000-ton battleships, the five bat- 
tle cruisers of 35,000 tons each, the largest 
and swiftest war vessels ever built, the 
six scout cruisers and many auxiliary craft 
for which we have made contracts. These 
will be built as early as possible, but the 
right of way in construction is being given 
to destroyers and small craft. The armed 
guards of our merchant vessels are com- 
posed of picked men, including many of 
the best gunners of the nayy.

As long as the prisoners are kept in Europe 
they add to the deficit in domestic supplies of 
foodstuffs that must be met from abroad, chiefly 
from America. Expressed in the terms of the 
food problem, every mouthful they eat must be 
brought from America. The. seriousness of this 
phase of the problem will increase as the number 
of prisoners is added to, at the rate of thousands 
every month. 

The saving of millions of dollars made possible 
by maintaining them in this country is less im- 
portant than the ocean tonnage that would be 
released for other purposes. Assuming that the 
prisoners now number in the neighborhood of 
500,000, it is easy to see that the tonnage required 
to transport food for them would supply 600,000 
American or Canadian troops in France. 

The great advantage of the plan, however, is the 
opportunity it would give for employing the pris- 
oners in useful works entirely apart from war 
activities. They could be employed on reclama- 
tion projects in the Far West, or, better still, on 
the Mississippi River flood control project. To 
assist in some such monumental enterprise might 
be a subject of pride to prisoners now held to 


full reparation to Belgium. What would its 
promises be worth? How could they be enforced? 
Who would guarantee them? Does any sane man 
doubt that they would be repudiated if Germany 
could find a way to repudiate them? At every 
turn we are confronted with the insurmountable 
obstacle of Germany’s record.

Last 
week a final French push carried the 
French on the west bank of the river 
over Hill 304 and Le Mort Homme 
northward to the Forges’ Brook, 
while on the east side of the river 
the French occupied the front of 
Samogneaux-Bezonvaux and touched 
the outskirts of Beaumont Valley. 
They now hold all the high ground 
of the French original position at 
Verdun and stand where the Fren:ch 
had stood on Feb. 22, the second day 
of the German attack. Thus, in three 
offensives, each of them extending 
over no more than two days, the 
French have retaken all the ground 
of military importance which had oc- 
cupied the Germans six months in 
capturing. They have also taken 
more than 25,000 prisoners and near- 
ly 200 guns. Here, in a very brief 
compass, is the measure of the 
French achievement at Verdun, and 
it is a plain indication of the grow- 
ing weakness of the German defense. 

The Marne and Verdun remain the 
two great battles of this war as the 
fourth year opens. On both occa- 
sions the French defeated a supreme 
effort on the part of the Germans to, 
crush French military power and 
thus win the war. The proof of Ger- 
man defeat at the Marne was imme- 
diate. Eighteen months elapsed be- 
tween the German attack at Verdun 
and the final French offensive which 
retook all the ground of importance 
which the Germans had taken in 
their drive. But it is important to re- 
call that in both the great struggles 
between the French and the Ger- 
mans the French have been victori- 
ous. It is equally important to re- 
call that it was only by the violation 
of Belgian neutrality that the Ger- 
mans broke into France, and that 
the ground they now hold in France 
represents frujt not of military tri- 
‘umph, but of treachery and dishon- 
or. On the frontier between France 
and Germany, which was open to a

@ moral Verdun. It was intended 
first of all to break the spirit of 
France, and, even if it failed in its 
major purpose, to use up French 
effectives and prevent them from 
being employed elsewhere, either in 
Flanders or in Lorraine. The French 
a@newer was threefold. First, a ter- 
rific defeat of the Germans on the 
Chemin-des-Dames; second, partic- 
fpation, and effective participation, 
with the British in the successful ad- 
vance about Ypres; and, third, in the 
superb offensive at Verdun, which 
mot only retook considerable ground, 
but wrote “Finis” to the whole Ver- 
dun chapter. The Germans had de- 
mied, and still deny, that there was 
a Battle of the Marne, but no denial 
of the battle and defeat of Verdun 
could be possible, after each of the 
positions, whose values had been ap- 
praised by the Kaiser at the mo- 
ment they were taken by German 
troops, have been retaken by French 
gdidiers. Dead Man’s Hill, Hill 304, 
Forts Douaumont and Vaux—these 
are the four symbols of Verdun. 
When the Kaiser’s troops took Dou- 
aumont he announced that the key of 
Verdun had fallen. Three months be- 
fore his troops entered Vaux the Ger- 
man official statements had claimed 
its capture and the disintegration of 
the French defence. Dead Man’s 
Hill, when captured, was celebrated 
as a pillar in the foundation of the 
Teutonic military glory, and of all 
these, the fruits of German effort, 


not one now remains in German 
hands. 

Despite all discussion, it is clear 
that the papal proposal has fallen 
and that the French, the Italian ana 
the British people are prepared to 
go forward with the war through the 
winter and, if 1.ecessary, through the 
next campaign. It has begun to be 
recognized that whatever happens in 
Russia the decision will come in the 
West, and a total Russian collapse 
will not long postpone it. The disin- 
tegration of German morale is dis- 
closing itself in each successive oper- 
ation along the western front. No 
one believes that this disintegration 
will go far enough to permit victory 
in the present campaign, but as one 
by one the strongholds on the west- 
ern front fall the meaning of the 
present situation is revealed. 

Three Years After. 

It is sometimes interesting to go 
back into the still recent past of this 
war and contrast the situation of tha‘ 
time with the present. Three years 
ago last week the whole world sud- 
denly heard that victorious armies 
had broken French and British re- 
sistance along the frontier and were 
pushing rapidly on toward Paris. The 
fourth week in August, 1914, leading 
up to the climax of Sedan day in the 
first hours of September, saw Ger- 
many rushing forward to seize the 
prize of 43 years of preparation: It 
is only three years ago today that 
the world wag talking seriously of 
the fall of Paris, the collapse of 
Krance, the inevitable triumph of 
Germany. And now, after’ three 
years of war, one sees along the 
whole western front the slow but 
sure ebbing of the German tide. The 
army that was at Senlis on Sept: 1, 


1914, and at Meaux on Sept. 5 is now’ 


in the ruins of St. Quentin and on 
the heights before Laon. The Ger- 
man press, which boasted three years 
ago of the approach of a supreme 
military triumph, is now asserting 
that the German defensive cannot 
be broken and that a drawn battle 
is assured, while every German agent 
and German sympathizer on the face 
of the earth is seeking to promote 
a prompt peace that may avert a 
military disaster and an economic 
one. So far we have come in the first 
three years of the war, and the events 
en the battlefield last week demon- 
strate that the allied nations are still 


resolved to continue,

MINE SQUEEZE IMPERILS TOWN

he had only known how to take a 
joke, they might have excused him, 


humor, getting quite “ratty,” as the 
Tommies say, when reference was 
made to his size. Not that it ever 
did him any good. 

For nearly a month Squad B had 
been working on a mine that was to 
be exploded under a German block- 
house. The tunnel started from one 
of our ‘“‘boyaus’”’ hardly five feet in 
diameter, and wormed its way for- 
ward and downward for about 300 
yards, when it widened out into a 
good-sized chamber which we had 
filled with explosivesand connected 
by a wire to a detonating battery in 
the trench. 

A long-prepared infantry offensive 
was due that morning. The mine 
was to be exploded a few minutes be- 
fore 9, immediately after which the 
infantry, "massed overnight in our 
trenches, was to advance and occupy 
the crater under cover of our cur- 
tain fire. It was necessary to elimi- 
nate the blockhouse before the men 
emerged from the trenches, for brist- 
ling as it did with machine guns and 
rapid-firing seventy-fives, it was im- 
passable. 

Our artillery had been busy since 
daybreak. God knows where we got 
so many “bouches do feu” (mouths 
of fire). Thousands of our 75’s 
coughed together till you could not 
distinguish any individual report 
from the discordant chaos of sound. 
And, when the big guns in the rear 
were fired, you could feel them 
rather than hear them, the concus- 
sion was so great. The air, rushing 
into the vacuum caused by the ex- 
plosions of the big shells let loose a 
sort of electricity which tensed your 
nerves to the breaking point. Even 
| those of us who had been under fire 
for two years lost our eelf-control 
and got excited. 

Squad B was grouped around fts 
Sergeant, who, at the telephone, 
awaited the command to set off the 
mine. At 8:45 it came, and he threw 
the switch that was to open the way 
for the infantry. Holding our 
breaths, we started out toward the 
Germans, expecting to see them 
blown skyward, but nothing hap- 
pened. The Sergeant tried again, but 
no result. 

An impatient voice on the tele- 
phone told-us that the General want- 
ed that mine to be exploded immedi- 
ately. 

The Sergeant held a hurried con- 
sultation with Squad B. The wire 
must have been cut by a mole or 
some similar animal. There was no 
time to verify it The quickest way 
to explode the mine was to connect a 
regular powder fuse to the detonator. 

“Get the roll of fuse and cut off

geant to the squad in general. 

A look into the supply chest 
showed only a three-meter length of 
fuse. Michelon explained that he 
had left the roll at the supply house 
in the rear, because it was so heavy 
to carry. 

French regulation fuse burns one 
meter to the minute: Even for an 
active man it was a six-minute crawl 
from the mine chamber to the open. 

The General called again at the 
phone. 

“Explode that mine at once It 
is too late to stop the infantry, who 
have orders to attack at 9 o’clock. 
If the blockhouse is still there the 
entire offensive may fail. Explode 
that mine at any cost.” 

The Sergeant motioned the squad 
around him. 

“Men,” he said, “the mine must be 
exploded with those three meters of 
fuse. It is almost sure death, but 
the lightest and most agile of you 
has the best chance of getting away 
before it goes off. I hate to com- 
mand any of you to do such a job. 
Come, boys, a volunteer! It is for 
France. You, Larousse, or your, 
Martin, you are the smallest and 
most active of all. Quick, now. Vol- 
unteer before before I am forced to 
command you.” 

Larousse and Martin looked at 
each other, but neither met the Ser- 
geant’s eye. 

“You pick us because we are thin 
and active,” muttered one of them. 
“We should die, because we do not 
eat like hogs, when the man that is 
to blame is not sent, since he is so 
fat that he can hardly squeeze 
through the tunnel.” 

“Never mind, I can squeeze 
through the tunnel,” spoke up Mich- 
elon just as the Sergeant was about 
to designate Larousse. 

“It was my fault. I will make it 
good. Give me the fuse.” 

“But you are too slow,” remon- 
strated the Sergeant. “It is certain 
death for you. Think of your chil- 
dren. Larousse is unmarried.” 

But Michelon had already disap- 
peared into the black mouth of the 
tunnel. 

Eight minutes later the mine ex- 
ploded. 

First the earth heaved upward and 
settled back into place, while a black 
pall of smoke appeared over the 
German blockhouse. Then little black 
specks shot upwards out of the cloud 
and fell back into it again. And some 
of these specks fell all around us, 
and some of them were red, not 
black. 

Almost simultaneously a line of 
men dashed out of our trenches to- 
ward the German line, or rather to- 
ward the mine crater, which was all 
that remained of it—and I cannot 
tell any more for I was busy from 
then on. 

The offensive was a success, and 
the General sent a war cross to 
Michelon’s widow. 

A few weeks ago I took a car at 
the Madeleine on my way to the 
American ambulance hospital at 
Neuilly, where Sergt. Edgar Bou- 
ligny, New Orleans” only representa- 
tive in the Foreign Legion, was un- 
der treatment for a smashed-up leg.

The soldier appealed to the other 
passengers, all of whom took his 
part.

The soldier got off, and so did I, 
as I wanted to hear his story, and I 
was not far from the American Am- 
bulance anyhow.

There was a pile of rock betwen 
our trench and the boches. An at- 
tack was planned for the next day. 
and it was necessary to know, before- 
hand, what was behind the rocks.

the Captain. “It is necessary that 
you should come back and tell us.” 

At about two hours after mid- 
nisht I started out. It was very 
dark. I wrapped myself up in can- 
vas in order to get through the 
barbed wire, but lost this covering 
before I was half way. The rest of 
the way I lost most of my capote 
and a great-deal of my skin. 

There were two “mitrailleuse” 
and two boches behind the rock pile. 
One was asleep and the other was 
sitting with his back to me, holding 
his gun, bayonet fixed, between his 
knees. 

I had my trench knife only, but, 
seeing the ‘‘cochons” SO unprepared, 
forgot the Captain’s orders and 
went for them. 

The sleeper never even sighed. I 
got him in the back of the neck, 
but my knife caught in his woolen 
muffler and before I could get it 
out this fellow came at me, run- 
ning his bayonet into my groin. 

I fixed him before he could give 
the alarm, but the pain was so 
great that I lost consciousness. 

In the meantime, the boys in the 
trench 300 yards away were worry- 
ing about me, but the Captain woul 
not permit any one else to start out 
for fear of unchaining a battle 
which would put the Germans next 
to our preparations for the morrow’s 
attack. 

The Heroic Dog’s Work. 

At last my “copain,” Gilbert, had 
an idea. He rolled the puppy in 
the mud to disguise the whiteness 
of him, tied a pencil, paper and a 
vial of mint cordial to his collar 
and sent him to look for me. 

He found me, all right. Without 
making a sound, neither barking, 
baying, nor even stirring the cans 
on the wire entanglements. 

The healthy cold of his muzzle 
woke me from my swoon. I took a 


Fabia of cordial, wrote a report, of- 
fered a suggestion that occurred to 
me and sent him back with the pa- 
per. 

The next morning the assault was 
launched from our trench. It was 
only a local offensive to straighten 
out a sailent in the line. 

The Captain acted on my sugges- 
tion and sent some men to me. Two 
of them undressed the dead boches, 
put on their uniforms and took their 
places at the machine guns. The 
others took me back with them to 
our trench. It was about time. I had 
lost much blood. 

The Germans took it very coolly. 
They counted on their two machine 
guns to stop us, not knowing that 
those guns were firing over our 
heads. Hundreds of our men fell in 
front of that pile of rocks, but sud- 
denly the machine guns were turned 
on the German trench which they 
enfiladed, and then all our sham 
dead, taking advantage of the excel- 
lent cover the pile afforded, poured 
a hot fire into the boches. They had 
no chance. Those who were not 
killed surrendered. 

I got the war cross for my part, 
but I explained the pup’s role to the 
General and he mentioned his name 
in dispatches soon after, when he 
was citing the “Sanitary Canine Sec- 
tion’ in the order of the day.

LINE THREE YEARS 


The Rev. Francis Bourvin Served 
France as Soldier and Later 
as Chaplain. 


WAS TWICE WOUNDED 
Germans Show Remarkable 


Stubbornness and Valor in 
Battle, He Declares. 


The Rev. Francis Bourvin, O. S. B., 
former St. Louis priest and teacher, 
who for three years has been on the 
French firing line, first as a soldier 
and later as a chaplain, arrived in 
St. Louis yesterday on his way to 
Atchison, Kan., where he will deliver 
a series of lectures. He was twice 
wounded at the seige of Verdun. 

Father Bourvin once was chap- 
lain of St. Vincent’s Asylum in St. 
Louis County and was teacher of 
Latin at the Benedictine colleges in 
Cape Girardeau and /tchison. At 
the outbreak of the war he was sent 
to a monastery in France to teach 
theology. As he was a reservist he 
was soon sent to the front as a first 
line soldier. 

Father Bourvin is on a furlough 
and is touring this country in an ef- 
fort to enlist the sympathies of the 
people with the allied cause. He 
will lecture at St. Vincent’s Asylum 
this evening and will depart Mon- 
day morning for Kansas. He is the 
guest here of the chaplain of St. 
Vincent’s. 

“According to the calender, I spent 
three years on the French lines, but 
from the outset I made it a point 
never to inquire the date,” said the 
soldier priest to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. “This served to alleviate the 
horrors of war by facilitating the 
passage of time. My duties as chap- 
pain took me from Verdun to Ypres 
and I was also present at Liege. 
Wounded? Yes, as you can easily see 
from that mark up my right arm and 
the mark on the back of my head 
where a piece of shrapnel took away 
part of my scalp. The arm wound 
was caused by a bayonet thrust. 

Praises Valor of Germans. 

“From the outbreak of the war I 
thought that the surrender of Ger- 
many would be a matter of a few 
months or a year at least. But con- 
tact soon taught me differently, as it 
will teach the American troops who

“We men of France welcome with 
great joy the advent of the Amer- 
ican nurses and doctora Not that 
our doctors are deficient, but three 
years’ attendance in war hospitals 
serves to depreciate the value of any 
one. Our wounded never had the 
proper nursing until American meth- 
ods were introduced into our base 
hospitals. 

“Life in the trenches has its ad- 
vantages, as well as its disadvan- 
tages. Many of the comforts of our 
modern homes have been introduced 
in the trenches and life below the 
earth is just as enjoyable as life 
above the surface. The roaring of 
the monster guns to a person in the 
base trenches sounds like the rum- 
bling of thunder. 

Cared for German Prisoners. 

“My work after the siege of Ver- 
dun consisted in caring for the Ger- 
man prisoners in the prison camps. 
There the finer natures of the Ger- 
man troops manifested themselves. 
The men were all solicitous for the : 7: 
welfare of their families at home and 
it was easy to see that the greater 
portion of the German troops are 
kept in ignorance of the real con- 
dition of the German nation, both at 
home and in the field. 

“IT noticed one lad in particular 
who could not have been over sev- 
enteen years of age. He had been 
under the impression for two years 
that the Germans had captured 
Paris and London. We found many 
such cases in our prison camps. 

“The French soldier under fire is 
the coolest mortal in existence. I 
remember a fierce looking French- 
man who was reading a letter from 
home, when a shell burst near him 
in the trench, killing one man and 
wounding three others. This man 
kept on reading his letter and .

of “beer,” as the whisky brew is

Clarke Bros. & Co. will go out of 
business and Woolner’s Distilling Co. 
and the Corning Distilling Co. will 
close down. All three are Peoria ir- 
stitutions. The Great Western Dis- 
tilery will continue to operate at a 
small fraction of its normal capacity, 
while the Atlas Distillery will con- 
tinue as usual, as it is not at present 
producing beverage liquors. Both the 
Great Western and Atlas plants are 
part of the so-called ‘““Whisky Trust.” 
They will continue to grind corn for 
spirits to be used for commercial pur- 
poses under present plans.

BIGGEST IN EUROPE

VAST STOREHOUSES GO UP 


Medical Base Gives Grim Evi- 
dence of Titanic Prepar- 
ations Being Made.

AMERICAN FIELD HEADQUAR- 
TERS IN FRANCE, Aug. 31.—(Via 
Paris, Sept. 1.)—In a five-days’ trip, 
during which our automobiles cov- 
ered 500 miles, I have been able to 
gain some slight conception of the 
titanic organization which is being 


built up on the lines of communi- 
cation of the American expedition- 
ary foree. Today there exists only 
the barest skeleton of a structure 
which its architects intend -vill pro- 
vide for every need of the great 
armies that will cross the Atlantic in 
the months to come. Many girders 
are not yet in place. There are still 
many necessary rivets lacking in the 
framework. But enough has been 
done already, thanks to the swift ef- 
ficiency of the builders and the en- 
ergetic cooperation of their French 
counsellors, to permit one to visu- 
alize without difficulty the immen- 
gity of it all. 

What I have seen is interesting, 
encouraging, sometimes impressive: 
what I expect to see a few months 
hence is overwhelming. The plans 
which this trip revealed to me stur 
the imagination. It they are car- 
ried to completion, as they will be 
unless their authors fail to obtain 
the whole-hearted support they ask 
of the people at home, the American 
lines of communication ¢’n France— 
and that means everything pertain- 
ing to the army’s requirements be- 
hind the firing line—will be the 
most stupendous organization a 
world at war has ever seen. 
Greater Than British Organization. 

It will be an organization greater 
than the French, because France has 
an enemy in her front yard, and so 
can supply her poilus’ needs from 
hundreds of bases within a few hours 
of thd front; an organization greater 
than the British, because the British 
front is separated from England only 
by the comparatively narrow English 
Channel; greater than the German, 
because of Germany’s interior lines 
of communication. 

The problem Gen. Pershing and 
the men helping him here and at 
Washington are working out is not 
confined to simply getting supplies 
across the ocean. Equally difficult 
is the business of bringing the sup- 
plies ashore quickly without danger- 
ously congesting the two or three 
ports assigned to the Americans by 
the French Goovernment, blocking 
railroads or straining the capacities 
of quartermasters’ bases in the in- 
terior of the country. The first of 
these perils must be met by enlagg- 
ing the pier and warehouse accom- 
modations at the ports; the second, 
by laying down literally thousands 
of miles of special roadbed; the 
third by creating depots in every 
available spot on so vast a scale that 
they can never become overcrowded. 

From the American front all roads 
must necessarily lead to the harbors 
to which came the transatlantic 
transports. The lines must be as di- 
réct as possible in order-to avoid 
long railroad hauling. This implies 
the maximum of concentration. On 
the other hand, over-concentration 
must be shunned. There is no town 
or city tn France big enough com- 
fortably to hold all the supplies that 
will be required to feed agd munition 
1,000,000 men. Therefore, field bat- 
teries must be in one place, ration 
reserves in another, medical stores 
in a third and ammunition in many 
others. All these places, however, 
must be in or close to the belt 
stretching from the sea to the firing 
line, a good many hundred miles 
away. 

The problem of finding bases 
grows harder the nearer one gets to 
the front, for the best locations nat- 
urally have long since been pre- 
empted by the French army. Never- 
theless, the General Staff, in perfect 
harmony with the French, weeks ago 
foun¢ a sufficient number of towns 
well suited by reason of their posi- 
tion and railroad facilities, to house 
all the innumerable services behind 
the lines. 


The first town we visited on the 
tour just ended was one which will 
become memorable in American his- 
tory as the headquarters of the com- 
mander-in-chief of the first Amer- 

2ops to fight on European soil. 
The comfortable mansion in which it 
is likely Gen. Pershing will live for 
many months was shown to us, as 
well as the great buildings set at the 
disposal of his staff. They do not 
differ radically from similar build- 
ings in towns of 20,000 or 30,000 
population at home, save that there 
is less plumbing and better archi- 
tecture. At present they are being 
riddied with apertures, through 
which hundreds of telegraph and tel- 
ephone wires will be strung in the

Another 150-mile jaunt brought 
us to the Quartermaster’s Dep&rt- 
ment base, where giant warehouses, 
turned over to us by the French, are 
packed with mountains of potatoes, 
canned goods, tobacco, clothing, 
boots and everything el#e the mind 
of man has ever figured might be 
needed by American soldiers. It 
was pleasant to see French soldiers 
and working girls helping the men 
of the quartermaster’s corps in the 
tremendous task of sorting and ar- 
ranging huge piles of supplies, but I 
found the American officers eager 
for the day, doubtless in the near fu- 
ture, when the need to call on the 
French for such aid will have ceased.

I learned that the quartermasters’ 
base was chosen with the greatest 
care in order to assure the most val- 
uable location from the point of 
view of swift, adequate transporta- 
tion and commodious storage accom- 
modations. Already, however, new 
warehouses and railroad spurs are 
under construction, for the town is 
overflowing with products destined 
to keep the American soldiers com- 
fortable. 

‘‘We have to plan to feed an army 
of 1,000,000 men of more on any 
part of a line from Flanders to 
Switzerland,” a quartermaster offi- 
cer told me. 

“So they are sure of ‘three square 
meals a day wherever they may go?” 
I asked. 

“You bet they are,’ was the re- 
ply. “Moreover, they get now, and | 
will keep on getting the best grub 
ever drawn by soldiers since the days 
of Caesar and a long time before.” 


Ample Medical Stores 

At vet another place we discov- 
ered the medical base. Scattered 
about a few acres of ground, in new- 
ly-built sheds, there is everything 
required for the treatment of the 
wounded, from a fighting army of 
several hundred thousand men, in- 
cluding such luxuries as baths and 
armchairs. It looks as though every 
American ‘“casualty’’ will have a 
private bath and an individual arm- 
chair or rocking chair for many 
months to come. He can also have 
several sets of crutches if he needs 
them. 


The medical base, where also 
French soldiers’ are helping out an 
insufficient force of American offi- 
cers and men will provide all the 
reserve supplies for every hospital 
unit attached to the expeditionary 
force, as well as for the regimental 
medical services. These units arrive 
in France fully equipped in every 
particular. Nevertheless, some of 
them have already begun to apply 
for fresh stocks of medicines, anes- 
thetics and hospital furnishings. 

Of all the departments in the lines 
of communication the medical base 
is the most suggestive of the grim 
purpose underlying the whole huge 
machine. Here are the new type gas 
masks which, unless the War De- 
partment finds something better, will 
replace the French masks recently 
served out to the troops. Here, too, 
are piles of stretchers and ghastly- 
looking appliances for supporting the

CUBA OFFERS AVIATION UNIT 


Would Send Fully Equipped Flying 
Corps to Aid in France. 

HAVANA, Cuba, Sept. 1.—Col. 
Coronado, member of the 
Cuban Senate and editor of the news- 
paper La Discusion, has organized 
an aviation unit. which, it is an- 
nounced, will be offered to France, 
with complete equipment, in the near 
future. Though other means of co- 
operation have assumed shape here 
since Cuba’s declaration of war 
against Germany, it is believed prob- 
able, from the enthusiasm shown by 
its members, that the “Escadrille 
Cubaine,” as the flying unit will be 
called, will be the first body of fight- 
ing men from Cuba to serve on 
French soil. 

Col. Coronado’s plans called for a 
body of 25 trained aviators to com- 
prise the escadrille, but already 33 
youths, who are representatives of 
the best families of Cuba, have vol- 
unteered to take the prescribed avi- 
ation course and individually to bear 
the expense of their airplanes and 
equipment. The Colonel has asked 
the Navy Department in Washington 
for an arrangement by which the 
Cuban aviators may undergo their 
preliminary training at the navy avi- 
ation school at Pensacola, Fla.

Local Board Says It Is Ready to 
Meet Proposed Order if 
Necessary. 


The Adjutant-General’s office at 
Jefferson City yesterday announced 
that, because of the slowness with 
which men have been certified from 
some points in the State, St. Louis 
may have to be hurried in sending 
the men of its \quota to the State’s 
cantonment at Camp Funston, Fort 
Riley, Kan., within the next three 
weeks. 

The St. Louis District Appeal 
Board said it would be ready to meet 
the proposed requirement if it should 
be necessary. This will net mean 
that more men must go from St. 
Louis, but that some must go sooner 
than they otherwise would. 

Adjutant-General McCord _ said 
that, because of the slowness of some 
districts in the State, in getting ready 
their first 5 per cent required to re- 
port for duty next Wednesday, St. 
Louis may be called on to send 30 
per cent of its quota on the first call, 
between Wednesday and Septem- 
ber 19. 

Chairman Spencer of the District 
Board said this could be done, as the 
District Board has already certified 
more than 180€ names to the Adju 
tant-General. This is considerably 
more than 30 per cent of the city’s 
quota of 4377, which would be 1313 
men. “The Adjutant-General can 
have some mote men right away if 
he needs them,” Spencer said. 

4186 Names Sent to Board. 

The number of names sent to the 
District Board by ward boards have 
now reached a total of 4186, within 
191 of the city’s quota. The number 
finally certified to the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, after the hearing of appeals 
and all other formalities, does not 
include any names from the Thir- 
teenth, Eighttenth and Nineteenth 
Wards, which did not have not even 
their 5 per cent ready for certifica- 
tion yesterday. The slowness of the 
boards in those wards, and in County 
Division No. 2, at Ferguson, to have 
their 5 per cent ready for certifica- 
tion, will have to be made up tempo- 
rarily by other wards and county 
districts. 

Wards certifying names to. the 
district board yesterday were the 
Twenty-fifth, Twenty-fourth, Eighth, 
Twenty-eighth, Twenty-first, Second, 
Third, Tenth and county division No.

of buildings on one side, khaki tents 
scattered all about on a level plain 
five miles in extent, parties of men 
working here and there—this is all 
there is now to mark the site of 
what will be in the spring the largest 
and most complete single aviation 
field in the world, the American 
aviation training ground. 

By the time the first 1000 air- 
planes of the American contribution 
to win the war are delivered here 


the field will be ready to accommo-, 


date 15,000 Americans, who will be 
taught to fly, from the first halting 
hops along the ground in a training 
machine to the latest _breathless 
tricks in the high-powered battle 
planes that can do 150 miles an hour. 
There is no doubt that a great, big 
plan is developing here. 

In the meantime, Americans have 
had control for the last two weeks of 
one of the best French aviation 
fields, not far from the site of the 
new American school. Already more 
than 1000 of our boys, of the aver- 
age age of 21 years, from the army 
and navy, are in training. The first 
graduate, a sailor, rode away yester- 
day on the top of a loaded truck to 
complete his training in the more 
advanced French school. 


Only a Beginning Made. 

Progress has been made here to- 
ward that domination of air which 
America set out to attain, but the peo- 
ple at home must realize that only a 
beginning has been made. We are 
just beginning on the aviation school 
and practically beginning to _ train 
aviators. There is not a single Amer- 
ican aviator who has been graduated 
after a full course. Americans in the 
Foreign Legion who are eager to be- 
come flyers must join French avia- 
tion schools; the American establish- 
ment is not yet ready for them. 
Schools, machines, teachers, all are 
irench. 

If the energy and enthusiasm at 
Frome are anything like what is seen 
here the great plans will be realized 
sooner than any of the Germans ex- 
pect and airplanes bearing the Amer- 
ican star and circle, the aerial flag of 
the United States, will soon be cross- 
ing the Rhine. 


When it gets into working order 
L.ext spring the American aviation 
field will be not only a school, but a 
university of flying where pupils will 
be taught the whole art.-in all its de- 
tails. The French and British have 
separate schools of elementary, in- 
termediate and advanced grades; the 
American plan is to combine all 
these and teach everything, simple 
f'ying, tricks, map work, reconnais- 
sance, bombing and artillery direc- 
tion. Special attention will be paid to 
squadron flying, the hardest of all, in 
which the Germans recently have 
been specializing, while the use of 
machine guns from airplanes will be 
emphasized more than in the French 
schools, 


Hundreds at Work on Ficld. 
Already the American field has 


Teen surveyed and hundreds of men's 


are at work digging the foundations 
of the hangars from which later our 
airplanes will sail out to attack the 
Germans. All about the camp are 
piles of lumber and stacks of roofing 
paper. The hangars and cantonments 
are on an eight-mile railroad, laid by 
the Americans as a starter. This was 
accomplished in a few days while 
a fleet. of trucks was bringing up 
material. The whole area of five 
square miles seems to be filled with 
it. 

After a tour over the whole length 
of the organization behind the Amer- 
ican army, upon which falls the 
work of supplying the troops, the 
conclusion is inevitable that America 
must arouse herself to greater ef- 
forts before she can begin to be a 
decisive factor in the victory which 
will end the war. The present Amer- 
ican organization—supply, medical 
bases, aviation, bakers and future 
headquarters—are nests full of eggs 
which the energy of the people at 
home alone can hatch. The army 
here is doing everything possible— 
working night and day—but more 
supplies and men and ships are need- 
ed. 

Winter is coming soon. Plans are 
completed for a vast system of 
storehouses, depots and railroads 
with which to supply an army of no 
less than 1,000,000 men, stretching 
hundreds of miles behind the lines to 
the sea, through regions where now 
the first American correspondents 
cause great excitement. This region 
will later be full of Americans. Many 
points in this belt of cities and towns 
cannot be named, but the work is a]- 
ready under way with vim, although 


great quantities of supplies are need- 
ed from home to quicken the labor. 

The bakery supplying the whole 
army is working steadily, turning 
out thousands of four-pound loaves 
daily, and the men frequently get 
bread fresh from the ovens. It is im- 
possible to give exact figures. It is 
enough to say that each man has 
plenty. The output of the bakers 
would be a surprise to the people at 
hédme. All the flour used is Ameri- 
can, so that the French stock will in 
no degree be diminished. 

Pershing’s New Headquarters. 

Not far from this bakery is a town 
which will some day become a 
household word in America. Gen 
Pershing’s permanent field head- 
quarters are to be located there in an 
old “‘caserne’” or French barracks, 
which have the appearance of a col- 
lege campus. The buildings are of 
stone and form a quadrangie, with 
the fine shade trees coloring the pic- 
ture. A few days ago’the Americans 
took possession of the war-worn 
place, where’ 300,000 French soldiers 
have passed the last three years. 
Now water, disinfectant, paint and 
plaster have made the place neat. A 
few desks have been improvised 
from soap boxes, and installed in the 
vlace where Gen. Pershing will soon 
have thousands of men hard at work 
building up the great system of the 
American army. Near by a large 
house with pleasant grounds will be 
his residence. 

From the future headquarters 
over the route of communication, run 
white roads through a beautiful 
country of rolling hills. Children run 
out sheuting “Vive l’Amerique” to 
passing automobiles plying to and 
from the city where jhe main supply 
base is situated. Here food, clothing 
equipment and countless odds «end 
ends for the army are received from 
the port and distributed among the 
camps. 

Excellent progress is being made 
here, but the facilities need expand- 
ing already. The big warehouse 
sheds are now full of American sup- 
plies marked with names which’ are 
familiar to every subway passenger 
at the railroad sidings. Little French 
engines squeak and stagger with 
trains marked ‘“‘Aux Americans.” In 
the sheds there aré long vistas of 
sacks of white flour, bacon and cof- 
fee. Behind counters like those of a 
department store are quantities of 
uniforms, socks, underwear ane the 
new iron-shod shoes which have su- 
perseded the army shoe so famiiiar 
at home. The American army shoe 
proved too light for the stony French 
roads; also they were not water- 
proof. Here under sunlight by day 
and under electric light by night, an 
officer of the Reserve Corps, former- 
ly a New York merchant, controls 
the warehouses and acts as the con- 
necting link with the French, know- 
ing the language through his annual 
business trips. 

Tobacco Demand Exceeds Supply. 

The tobacco passed on to the 
camps is never enough to satisfy the 
demand. The American hoisting ap- 
paratus handles the heavy boxes in 
a manner that amazes the French, 
who hitherto have been hoisting si 
hand. The Americans are making 
their own refrigerators, none haohie 
arrived from the States. The Franco- 
American bakery is daily baking bis- 
cuits by the hundred thousand, 
Some of these cooks are paroled 
French prisoners who have been re- 
turned from Germany by way of 
Switzerland. : 

The medical base. Js less adequate- 
ly housed. The engineers a few days 
ago surveyed for a new storage 
building an area of 110,000 square 
feet. Later this must be extended to 
400,000 square feet. This gives some 
idea of the vastness of the job. Pew- 
ple at home need not worry that the 
boys will not be properly cared for. 

Medical supplies move freely and 
are in a quantity to suffice an army 
twice the size of this one for a three 
months’ campaign. 

The first shipment of American- 
made gas masks, which experts 
agree are excellent, has just arrived. 
A chain of American hospitals should 
be arranged to dot the line of com- 
munications, which is now about 
complete. There should also be a re- 
serve of a large number of beds. The 
base also includes a completa tis- 
pensary of drugs, where the familiar 
drug store odor may be enjoyed. 
There are also on hand great quar.- 
tities of medical and surgical sup- 
plies, all boxed and ready for instant 
shipment. 

Officers agree that the people ut 
home must be told that they have 
only started this job. The thin 
sprinkling of, khaki through the zone 
behind the Mnes must be swelled to 
the fullest proportions by the labor 
and energy of those at home hefore 
army results can be attained worthy 
of the American people.

place to negro tenants. 

Delegation Gets No Satisfaction. 

The delegation of neighbors, head- 
ed by Alderman Schrantz, called on 
Mrs. Ryan, but received no satisfac- 
tion: “I cannot live on bricks,” she 
told them, “and cannot afford the 
alterations necessary before the place 
could be rented to whites.” 

The neighborhood delegation with- 
drew in despair. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter, who also 
had noted the want ad, called upon 
Mrs. Ryan yesterday. She asserted 
that she intended to rent her home 
to negroes because two roomers had 
been induced to leave her place and 
take rooms at the adjacent home of 
Mrs. Alice French, a widow, of 5970 
Minerva avenue. The reason they 
were induced to leave, Mrs. Ryan 
said, was because there are more 
youn people at Mrs. French’s home 
and because there is a poker game 
running there at frequent intervals. 


Mrs. French's Explantion 

Mrs. French gave her version to 
a reporter. The couple had moved 
from Mrs. Ryan’s house, she ex- 
plained, because there had been re- 
ligious arguments.

BUSINESS OUTLOOK: 


The bierest industry in the world is 
AGRICULTURE. Agriculture has been 
ruaranteed success by the United States 
Government throtizh thé fxing of a Two- 
Rollar minimum price for wheat. While 
other businesses are confrénted with @ 
maximum price—which tends teward 
price-fixing. etc.—the biggest industry 
is assured of the highest price it has 
ever received for its product.

8 TH WAR RAIDS OCF tae 
GERMAN CRUISER KARLSRUHE 
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16 JULY. Early the following morning the 


MAGAZINE begins today the we

territory, of the war diary of Lieuten- 
ant Aust, who was Adjutant on the Ger- 
man cruiser Karlsruhe when that vessel 
was engaged as a commerce raider at 
the beginning of the war. 

The record of the Karlsruhe as a 
raider rivals that of the famous Emden, 
for before its destruction it accounted 
for no fewer than 17 British merchant 
ships, with a total tonnage of 76,608, and 
valued, with their cargoes, at many miil- 
lions of dollars. What follows ts a day 
by day account-of how these merchant- 
men were captured and of life aboard 
the Karlsruhe. 

Capt. Erich Koehler, commander of 
the Karlsruhe, was in charge of the Ger- 
man cruiser Dresden in Mexican waters 
when the war broke out. It was on the 
Dresden that former President Huerta 
and his family were taken to Kingston, 
Jamaica, after their flight from Mexico. 
The Dresden then proceeded to Port au 
Prince, where Capt. Koehler was trans- 
ferred to the Karlsruhe. The diary, 
translated by Lieut. J. H. Klein Jr., U. 
S. N., begins with the story of the de- 
parture from Mexico. 


1914. 
THE LAST DAYS OF PEACE ON THE 
EAST-AMERICAN CRUISER 
STATION. > iit 
13 JULY. On 13 July, the Imperial Ambas- =e 


two ships met at the mouth of the Toatzacoalcos 
and proceeded to anchor off Puerto Mexico. 

Huerta had especially requested that only he 
and the Minister of War and one servant be em- 
barked on the “DRESDEN,” while the families 
and their retinues be sent aboard the “BRIS- 
TOL.” This division had been agreed upon by 
the Captains previous to the departure of the 
cruisers from Vera Cruz. The Englishman had 
made no objections. 

The families arrived under strong military 
escort. We awaited Huerta and Blanquet. That 
same afternoon the “BRISTOL” embarked the 
relatives of the President, but the next day 
hurriedly disembarked them again. 


17 JULY. The English cruiser pretended not 
to have received sailing orders. Nor did these 
orders arrive on the 18th and 19th of July. 
Finally it was said that the “BRISTOL” had 
received instructions merely to protect the fam- 
ilies in Puerto Mexico, but not to carry them 
on to Kingston. 

During the evening of this day Huerta ar- 
rived. He made his departure conditional to 
the departure of his family on the “BRISTOL.” 
And so the departure of the “DRESDEN” and, of 
course, ‘her being relieved by the “KARLS- 
RUHE” and starting homeward was delayed by 
the strange conduct of the Englishman. The 
Admiralty Staff had sent strict orders to hurry 
the “DRESDEN’S”’ start for home. 

18 JULY. During the course of the afternoon 
of 18 July, the President, accompanied by the 
Minister of War, made his call on the Captain 
aboard ship. At the same time our officers in- 
vited the wives and daughters of these two 
men and many others to tea on board. The 
band played and we danced. Huerta’s daughters 
4; nade such a peculiar impression that we thought 
ma; 46othey were hilarious. 

g 20 JULY. Meantime Huerta had engaged a 


sador to Mexico, Rear Admiral A. D. V. Hintze, 
gave the order to H. M. S. “DRESDEN,” which 
lay in Vera Cruz at that time, to expect the 
arrival of the President of the Mexican Republic, Huerta, and his Minister 
of War Blanquet, also the families of these men, at Puerto Mexico some 
time on or after 15 July. The “DRESDEN’’ would then proceed with the 
English cruiser “BRISTOL” to Kingston (Jamaica) carrying the above- 
named persons. Huerta was expected to abdicate shortly before embarking. 

15 JULY. After a conference of Captains, the “BRISTOL” left Puerto 
Mexico at 6 p. m. 15 July, and proceeded to sea. Commander Koehler had 
delayed his departure and shortly thereafter sailed from the harbor with 
his ship. 

As the Ambassador had laid great stress on the secrecy of this under- 
taking, we steamed an easterly course at first 


steamer that had already left Vera Cruz, to

mission to bring aboard his wife, four daugh- 
ters, one servant and the wife and daughter of the Minister of War. The 
Captain agreed, and, on 20 July the embarkation took place. 

At 6 p. m. the “‘DRESDEN” sailed with her guests, three days later than 
we had intended to. 

21-23 JULY. The trip was uneventful. Because of the guests, all of whom 
suffered severely from sea sickness, we cruised along in sight of the Yuca- 
tan coast. Huerta was please@l because*he could keep his Fatherland in 
sight so long. He considered it as a personal favor from the Captain. 

Mrs. Huerta and her half-grown children were given the Captain’s cabin. 
Huerta himself occupied the First Officer's room. Blanquet and the other

Even Belgium, Servia and Rumania, 
humbled in the dust as they are, have spurned to seek ‘peace from the con- 
queror. Napoleon’s road was strewn with treaties made with vanquished 
€ foes. Can it be that democracies, while more generous, are also more 
i implacably bitter than monarchies, and less easily forgive an affront to 
= their honor than Frederick could pardon an epigram of Pompadour or 
= Catherine a bon mot of Frederick? 
‘ Prior to the present German onslaught upon Europe, the Government 
rising to the bad eminence of being the author of the greatest volume of 
human agony in modern history was no doubt revolutionary. France of the 
First Republic-and the First Empire. If today Germany has thrice beaten 
France to its knees and twice in Paris had imposed the harsh terms of a 
conqueror upon the nation, each time despoiling it of rich territories; if 
the Kaiser had vanquished Italy and crowned himself King of that coun: 
try; if he had forced England herself to sue for peace; if in addition Ger- 
many had disastrously defeated Russia and compelled Austria (supposing 
she were an enemy and not an ally) to accept the most humiliating terms 
ever inflicted upon a conquered nation; and if, moreover, the Kaiser were 
master of Switzerland, Holland and the Scandinavian countries—then the 
world today would have an idea of the power of France under Napoleon 
at the height of his career. ‘ 

And the military ascendancy of France continued for the prolonged 
period of 23 years, during which not an enemy raised his head without 
reaping instant and overwhelming punishment, with the solitary exception 
of England, safe behind the Channel. Germany has. no doubt cost more 
lives in one year than were spent during the entire Napoleonic era; but 
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compared relatively with Napoleon’s power at the beginning of the last. 


century, Germany's today shrinks into insignificance, despite her long pre- 
paration for the present conflict and her boasted military science. 

One needs to multiply several times England’s hatred of the Kaiser to 
attain the intensity of abhorrence in which she held Napoleon. One must 
kindle many degrees hotter England’s detestation of German Kultur in 
order to equal the fervor of her abomination of revolutionary France. One 
can imagine the dreadful apprehension with which the dynasties of Haps- 
burg, Hohenzollern and Romanoff beheld Napoleon busied in turning the 
Netherlands, Switzerland and Lombardy into republics, and finally carving 
kingdoms out of their own territories for his Marshals, his brothers and 


Allied Europe threatened to partition France, which under Di- 
rectory and Napoleon, terrorized and overran the continent 
23 years—Ended by leaving original territory intact and ex- 
acting indemnity of only $300,000,000—But France, attacked 
by Prussia, had to pay $1,000,000,000 and give up Alsace- 
Lorraine—Louis XIV embroiled Europe half a century, but 
died peacefully on throne after making grandson King of 
Spain—Bismarck betrayed Italy after Seven Weeks’ War, 
and Roosevelt compelled Japan to relinquish Russian spoils 


his son! Innumerable times were undying vengeance against Napoleon and 

utter destruction for France sworn in every court of Europe. But when at 
last the Corsican lion was bound and the allied nations were in Paris, 
with France lying under their feet, what terms were really made? This 
was in 1814, after the star of Napoleon was eclipsed at Leipzig. 

To begin with, no personal harm was inflicted upon the “Corsican 
ogre,” as England usually referred to Bonaparte. On the contrary, al- 
though he was ordered to retire to the Island of Elba, he was permitted to 
retain -the title and state of Emperor. Large revenues were set aside for 
his exchequer. And what was done to France, which the Powers had 
engaged to tear limb from limb? France, by a special stipulation, was 
permitted to keep most of the art works she had ravished from conquered 
cities, and nearly ald of her colonies that had been seized by Great Britain, 
were restored. France was stripped of her conquests, but maintained intact 
the boundaries she possessed before the war. No indemnity was asked, al- 
through France had spread destruction over most of Europe, cost millions 
of liyes and kept the continent in terror and poverty for nearly a quarter 
of a century. 3 

The next spring Napoleon returned to France from Elba and staged 
the most spectacular incident in history—the Hundred Days. And after 
his star had definitely set at Waterloo, there was no thought of hanging 
him or even putting him in a cage, as Ney had pleasantly promised to do 
on a previous occasion. He was made a prisoner at St. Helena, and mil- 
lions of souls, including some_even in England, were wrung at the thought 
of the captive eagle upon his Atlantic rock. France herself had to pay an 
indemnity—a bagatelle of $300,000,000—to defray the expense of Napoleon's 
last enterprise, and maintain 150,000 allied troops in her frontier provinces 
until the money was paid. 


It is rather diverting to recall what occurred at the Congress of Vien- 
na, where the Powers, through their representatives, sought to put Europe 
in order after the tremendous upheaval of the French Revolution and the 
Napoleonic Empire, to “prevent all future wars and the possibility of 
future Napoleonism.” Czar Alexander I of Russia, Emperor Francis of 
Austria and King Frederick William III of Prussia were present and as- 


sumed to draw a new map of Europe, in which each awarded himself ex- | 


travagant annexation’. But there was also present a French diplomat 


named Tallyrand, who presently contrived to rank against’ the three — 
monarchs England, Spain and all of the smaller Powers, who took the side | 


of France. 


In consequence, Alexander was glad to be so fortunate as to keep Fin- 
land, which Napoleon had given him in the Treaty of Tilsit, seven years 
before; Frederick William found that he could by no means get all of 
Saxony, but only half;-and that he could get back only half of the Polish 
territory which Napoleon had taken from him. The remainder was erected 
into a Kingdom of Poland, under the rule of Russia. Prussia was consoled 
with Pomerania seized from Sweden. Austria obtained little more than the 
restoration of the territories taken from her by Napoleon. 

But France kept her boundaries substantially as they were at the be- 
ginning of the revolution. England gained much territory at the expense, 
not of France, but of Holland—to wit: Cape Colony, now South Africa: 
Ceylon, part of the Dutch possessions in Guiana, and the island of Helgoland, 
which the English later, much to their subsequent anguish, traded for Zan- 
zibar and East Africa to Germany, which turned the little island into a 
Gibraltar of the North Sea. And at the Congress of Aix-la-Chapelle, in 
1818, the Powers agreed to withdraw their troops immediately from France, 
although under the Treaty of Vienna they were to have remained two years 
longer. Thus did the victorious Powers discipline disarmed France for keep- 
ing the continent in an uproar from 1792 to 1815! 

Once previously had France fought for the glittering stake of European 
dominion—under Louis XIV, the so-called Grand Monarch, to whom is at- 
tributed the epigram, “‘L’etat, c’est moi.” In 1665 this ruler, possessing the 
most efficient military machine in Europe and the best-filled treasury, sud- 
denly swooped down on the Spanish Netherlands and overran most of them 
in three months. He was halted by a coalition of Holland, England and 
Sweden and made peace, giving up Franche Comte, but keeping the fortresses 
of Charleroi and Lille. 

Two years later, having bought off Charles II of England, Louis swept 
into Germany and seized Alsace and Lorraine—this was how these celebrated 
provinces came into French possession—reconquered Franche Comte and 


invaded Holland. The Treaty of Limuegen, (Continued on Page 10.) 
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Upholding a Tradition 
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After suffering appalling hardships and inviting 
death at the hands of fierce savages of the 
frozen country, an inspector and two constables 
of the Royal Northwest Mounted Police have 
just returned to Edmonton with two Eskimos 
who, three years ago, killed two priests — The 
fugitives were taken away under the eyes of a 
thousand armed tribesmen and kinsmen with- 


out the firing of a shot -:- 


OR half a century the officers and men of 
the Royal Northwest Mounted Police have 
enjoyed the reputation of being the most 
tenacious man hunters in the world. In 
the pursuit of criminals they have encircled 
the globe. But in all the story of those 50 
years never was there a chapter so thrilling 

as that which has just been written by Inspector “Danny”’ 
La Nouze and two Constables, who chased two Eskimo 
murderers into the Arctic Circle and brought them back 
to Edmonton, a journey of nearly three years’ duration 
and covering 6000 miles. 

When Sinnisiak and Uluksak, who slew Fathers Le- 
roux and Rouvier, near Bloody Falls, on the Coppermine 
River, in 1913, were marched into the Edmonton court- 
room last week and charged with murder, the long arm 
of the law had reached out over the rim of the world 
and even beyond the limits of the British empire to bring 
them to justice. And while the officers, when they finally 
reached their quarry, were armed with rifles and auto- 
matic pistols, it was the authority and reputation of tbe 
*‘Mounties” which enabled them to defy a thousand fierce 
warriors and take from their midst two of their leading 
figures without firing a shot. 

The climax of nearly three years’ effort and appalling 
hardship came suddenly. The fugitives were neither sur- 
prised nor alarmed. Their great seal guns were in their 
hands and thelr savage companions, with their copper- 
tipped spears and arrows, were near, but 
there was no suggestion of resistance. The 
murderers admitted their identity, displayed

rens, where nature presents its dreariest aspects, by dog 
train and foot. It was 31 days to Coppermine River, 150 
miles, and we then went down that stream, where we 
expected to come into contact with the Eskimos from 
whom we thought we should learn ultimately of the 
priests’ end. 

“It was a harsh land we were traversing and we did 
not know how the Eskimo tribes would receive us. It 
was April 1 that we saw Coppermine River spreading out 

into Coronation Gulf and it was 

a sight to appeal to the imagina- 
tion—a most picturesque view. 


some of the tools and weapons taken from 
their victims, and even brought forth a 
faded cassock, still showing stains of the 
priest’s blood. 

“Come,” said Le Nouze, and the Eskimos 
grunted and followed. 

From the ice island, where the two Eski- 
mos were captured,.to Edmonton, is a dis- 
tance of 2200 miles. On the return journey the 
prisoners never were manacled, 
although the first stage of the 
trek was through the Eskimo 
country, among their tribe broth- 
ers and blood kin. The officers 
were forced to accept the hos- 
pitality of the savages for weel:s 
before reaching Herschell {sland 
the first outpost of civilization to 
be reached. The two Eskimos 
in custody, certain that they 
were going to their death—for 
the Eskimo knows only the blood 
atonement for homicide—never- 
theless did their share of the 
camp labor on the long trail, 
pulling loads, shunting the boat 
in the ice-cold water and shoot- 
ing game, convincing illustra- 
tions of their respect for the 
powerful organization, about 
which word had reached them 
even through the ice barrier. 
And at times so cheerful did these 
savage fatalists become, when 
the sun was shining and the trail 
was pleasant, that they laughed 
and even crooned their Arctic 
songs. 

But the story of that long and 
arduous man hunt is best told in 
the words of one who took part. 
Here it is, as taken from the of- 
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Nouze: | 

“We left Edmonton May 1, 
1915. With me were Mounted Police Constables Wright 
and Withers. To Peace River we went by train and 
there fitted out with three years’ provisions. Down 
the Peace River, we proceeded by boat into Lake Atha- 
baska, then down the Slave River, across the Great 
Slave Lake and into and down the great Mackenzie 
River as far as Fort Norman, where the Great Bear 
River, which drains the Great Bear Lake, enters the 
Mackenzie. Here we were joined by Constable Eski- 
mo Liavinik, who was to act as guide and interpreter.

It was a clear day and away 
across the white expa could 
be seen Lady Franklin Point on 
the lower edge of Wollston Land. 


“We proceeded on to the sea 
ice and first noticed fresh sled 
tracks. Continuing, we found a 
freshly broken camp and a small 
cache of canned pemmican, cer- 
tain evidence of a white man’s 
camp. 


“We came suddenly upon an 
Eskimo village. The inmates be- 
gan to jump up and down and 
hold up their hands, palms out, 
a sure sign of friendly greeting. 
We camped with them and 
learned that the place was Ku- 
garyut, where the schooner Ted- 
dy Bear wintered in 1910-11. We 
were joined later by K. G. Chip- 
man of the Canadian Arctic ex- 
pedition. It was his camp we 
had found the day before. With 
him was ‘Mountie’ Cruce of the 
Herschell detachment of the 
force. 


“Wt remained with the Eski- 
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“Aug. 12 we started across the Great Bear Lake, 
a huge body of water, in which all were seasick, 
and we did not finish the 400-mile lake trip until 
Sept. 8. We had 12 husky dogs and had to fish 
for their food daily. Dease Bay was our next stop, 
where the Dease River enters it from the great 
Barren lands. 
cabin of the priests. At this point Stefanson, the 
explorer, spent the winter of 1911 and discovered 
the first trace of the blond Eskimo. The savages 
had come here from Coronation Gulf to fish and hunt. 

. “We found the cabin, looted, with nothing to cast 
light on the disappearance. We remained there during 
the winter, going into the Barrens to kill caribou for 
meat. By March 15 all was ready for our dash into 
the Arctic. Constable Withers was sent back to Fort 
Norman for mail and supplies and was to return and 
meet us on our way back. 

“It was actually March 29, 1916, when we began our 
190-mile trek to the world’s rim. We crossed the Bar-

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mos some time, questioning them 
regarding the priests and buying 
all the deer meat we wanted for 
a match The natives were 
guarded in their talk of the trag- 
edy, though we picked up a few 
hints. To Cape Lambert, in the Dolphin Straits, we 
drifted, and met a village crowd of 40 Eskimos. Among 
them was a striking figure—one Nachim. To his big 
snow hut we went and spent the night and here learned 
the first meager details of the tragic mystery. we sought 
to unravel. Gradually we learned the whole wretched 


Here we expected to find the/story and the names of the murderers. We were even 


told that they ,were in the same locality, though exactly 
where we could not learn. 

“Then the situation unfolded quickly. In fact, time 
was pressing and we had to identify these fugitives, with 
the whole Arctic Circle for them to wander in. This vil- 
lage was composed of warriors—the breed that knows 
no fear in battle—but they expressed no hostility whén 
we said we wanted those murderers. In fact, one Eskimo 
told us to go’to a point near the edge of Victoria Land, 
and it was thete that we walked in on Sinnisiak. He 
was alone, an outcast, occupying a bit of canvas tent 
covering his ice hut. The murderer was working on a 
bow, with a gun lying near. When I entered he merely 
glanced up. Our interpreter told him he was under ar- 
rest, and why. Then he told in a simple, straightforward 
way, that he had shot one of the priests and then 
stabbed him, while bis comipanions had killed the other 
with an ax. They had eaten the livers of their victims, 
taken their clothes and weapons and left their bodies 
to be devoured by the wolves. He got up silently and 
went out with us. 

“It was May 22 that we found Uluksak in a Coppermine 
River camp with several companiona, With a big whale 
gun, probably taken from some wrecked Arctic explor- 
er's ship, the other murderer confronted us with a curious 
expression on his stolid face. But he made no move 
to raise his weapon. Had he resisted we would have 


‘been powerless, as his companions were armed for 


huating, and a savage-looking band they were. He con- 
tinced to examine us curiously, inspecting our equip- 
ment and listening keenly to what we had to say. He 
nodded when the interpreter told him he must go with 
us. Then he followed like a dog while his companions 
grunted aud continued their camp work. He, too, coolly

strained relations between Servia and Austro-Hungary; 

Austro ‘Hungary had scnt an ultimatum to Servia on the 
previous day. 

About 1 p. m. the “DRESDIDN” headed into Kingston 
and went alongside the coal docks of the Hemburg- 
American Line. | 

Huerta and his following were landed. The President 
warmly thanked the Captain. for his reception. On leav- 
ing the ship he gave the Captain, as «2 souvenir, his gold 
pencil with which he had signed all his presidential 
flecrees; the First Officer received an old Spanish gold 
coin that had been given him by an old soothsayer and 
which he had since carried as a talisman; he gave the 
Adjutant his revolver, and to all the officers and men 
whom he met he gave a gold picce. 

H. M. S. “KARLSRUHE” was no ijonger at Kingston, 
naving gore to Port au Prince where, because of an out- 
break, her presence had become necessary. 

The Captain and those officers who were off watch used 
this short delay to go ashore to sce the English city of 
Aingston and its environs. 

Having finished coaling; the “DRESDEN” again pro- 
ceeded to sea at 6 p. m. 

25 JULY. At sea from Kingston to Port au Prince. 
\Inderway we received a radio from the Captain of the 
itnglish armored cruiser “BERWICK,” in which he con- 
‘sratulated our Captain on his new, nice-looking ship 
“KARLSRUHE,” which he had seen at Port au Prince. 
The “BERWICK” was en route to Havana and hoped to 
see us soon either there or in Mexico. 

While the “DRESDEN” was at Puerto Mexico the first 
iime, 25 and 26 June (protecting the English oil refinery 
at Minatitlan), she lay there with the “BERWICK.” The 
English Captain had made a sympathetic impression on 
Commander Koehler. The wish for another meeting was, 
at that time, well meant by both of them. 

At 5 p. m. the “DRESDEN” anchored at Port au Prince 
close to the “KARLSRUHE.” Preparations were made 
to exchange Captains. Commander Ludecke and one 
officer were to come from the “DRESDEN” while my 
Captain and I were to go to the “KARLSRUHE.” 

Other than the presence of an American battleship 
there was nothing to indicate the unrest of the negro 
republic. 

26 JULY. At Port au Prince. During the forenoon the. 
Captains were exchanged. The new Captain made a 
short speech to the crew of the “KARLSRUHE,” which 
ne concluded with a cheer for the Kaiser. 

It was originally planned that the “DRESDEN” should 
remain only a short time in Mexico, pending the arrival 
of the “KARLSRUHE.” The crew had counted on re- 
turning shortly. The majority of the officers and petty 
officers were married. Therefore, home was a strong 
uttractio this vessel. And now the joy of the pend- 
ing homeward-bound cruise was particularly great, in- 
asmueh as they had been anticipating it for so long. 
When I reported to the First Officer, who also 
was married, and wished him a pleasant and 
speedy trip home, he remarked rather prophet- 

‘Cally: ‘“‘Who knows? Perhaps you will reach 

home before I do.” 

The first impression I received of our new 
ship was not so pleasing. The “DRESDEN” 
had won our hearts by her excellent living 
quarters. Cabins, messrooms and rooms were 
airy and as cool as possible. The Captain’s 
-abin on the “KARLSRUHE” was red-hot, so 
that he immediately announced that he would 
move to the charthouse on the bridge. He 
did this and never returned to his quarters 
except to receive callers, which he could not 
very well do on the bridge. At sea it was 
more endurable, because, when the side ports 
were opened, a draft blew through the rooms. 

‘The same temperature prevailed in the rooms 
of the navigator and paymaster and in the 
offices, while in the officers’ rooms, that were 
below and further aft, it was not much bet- 
ter. 
At 4 p. m. the “KARLSRUHE” proceeded to 
sea en route to Havana. i 

27 JULY. At sea, making passage Port au 
Prince to Havana. Nothing of special im- 
portance. ~ 

28 JULY. About noon the “KARLSRUHE” and a small 
Italian cruiser arrived at Havana simultaneously. We 
began to coal at once. The Captain immediately called 
on the representative of the American Government and 
cn our diplomatic representatives. 

The outbreak of the war between Austro-Hungary and 
Servia was generajly known in the city. 

That evening the Captain and several officers were 
invited to dinner at our ministry. Naturally, the political 
‘ituation formed the chief topic of conversation. 

29 JULY. As the press dispatches indicated an ap- 
proaching crisis in European affairs, the Captain de- 
ided to advance the time of departure by one day. We 
had good communication with our home country while in 
‘favana. But we knew that all the English and the 
'‘yrench warships of the East-American station had as- 
-embled at Vera Cruz—our destination. In addition, the 
prevailing conditions in Mexico were not very disturbing. 

In honor of the German Flottenverein (Navy League) 
in Havana, we had a celebration on board that afternoon. 
Official dress was not worn. While the dancing and jok- 
ing was going on, the coal barges lay alongside and the 
dance music aft mixed with the rattle of coaling winches 
2nd cranes up forward. Pleasure and work were divided 
| y a large canvas curtain stretched across from one ridge- 
rope to the other. 

The majority of the guests, namely the young ladies, 
were foreigners, American or Spanish. It is certain that 
never before has “politics” been the principal topic of 
‘onversation at a ball as it was on this day aboard the 
“KARLSRUHE.” Everybody thought the situation at 
ome was very serious. No one doubted but that the 
“KARLSRUHE” would steam out of Havana and go to 
war. The ladies, therefore, gathered our signatures on 
cards and fans, so that they could later on remember us 
ly them. 

The Captain of the Italian cruiser felt impelled, even 
ofter having made his personal visit, to send an officer 
io us to assure us that he was at our disposal in case we 
needed anything. 

30 JULY. About 10 a. m. the “KARLSRUHE” left 
Havana. 

The Captain had received word of the tension between 
the Triple Allies and the Central Powers, due to the 
Ceclaration of war by Austria on Servia. He therefore 


decided not to proceed to Vera Cruz, but instead to re- 
main at sea in the vicinity of Havana to wait further de- 
velopments. The ship remained in good communication 
with the radio station ashore. 

51 JULY. During these days of suspense the ship was 
most energetically prepared for action and every fore- 
noon and afternoon we had drills at clearing ship (gen- 
eral quarters) and gunnery. ‘ 

Meantime a telegram reported the imminent danger 
of war. 

Of our possible enemies we knew the following: 

1. The flagship of the English Admiral, Chief of the 
4th Cruiser Squadron, Sir Christopher Craddock, the 
armored cruiser “‘SUFFOLK” lay at Vera Cruz. The 
small cruiser ‘‘BRISTOL,” the size of the “KARLSRU- 
HE,” had left .Puerto Mexico. The armored cruiser 
“SUSSEX” was in Canada, the “LANCASTER” at the 
Bermudas. Both these cruisers were of the “SUFFOLK” 


type. The small cruiser “GLASGOW” (“BRISTOL” type) 


lay at Rio de Janeiro. 

2. The French armgred cruiser “CONDE” lay at Vera 
Cruz. “DESCARTES” at Tampico. , 

3. Our friend “BERWICK” (similar to “SUFFOLK”) 
had Yéft Havana several days before. The Captain did 
not trust the English and had said that-the “BERWICK” 
would soon return to Havana. We knew now that the 
armored cruiser had come about and was approaching 
Havana again. There was no doubt but that the En- 
glishman had come back with the idea of making con- 
tact with us. The situation was becoming more acute 
and made such an impression on our Captain that he 
decided that in case of war between Russia or France 
with us, England would be certain to take part. As 


“He concluded his remarks with a 


‘Hurra!’” 


soon as the first declaration of war on Russia was known 
he was sure that there would be war with England. 


THE DECLARATION OF WAR. 

1 AUGUST. During the afternoon of 1 August we re- 
ceived the mobilization orders. Practically at the same 
time we received a report that the “BERWICK” had 
entered Havana again. 

After supper the crew was assembled and the Captain 
read the mobilization orders explaining in simple terms 
the political situation. He concluded his remarks with 
a Hurra! to the greatest military Power. The men dis- 
persed in silence. But soon we could hear loud voices all 
around and many groups stood around on deck until! far 
into the night. 

A great tension pervaded the ship. Who could muke 
an estimate of what would happen? Many, especially the 
younger element, had the fever for adventure and the 
feeling that something Great and New stood before us. 
The foc’s'le rang with “Die Wacht am Rhein” (The 
Watch on the Rhein) and “Deutschland, Deutschland, 
Uber Alles)) (Germany, Germany, Over All), which 
speedily echoed throughout the ship.

IKE a sister Queen, more ill-starred than her- 
self, the former Czarina of Russia has been 
smirched with a scandal of jewels, and the hue 
and cry of it has pursued the Romanoffs into 
Siberian exile. The Affair of the Diamond 
Necklace destroyed the reputation of Marie 
Antoinette, hastened the approach of the 

French Revolution, and had no small -influence in bringing 
that royal head beneath the blade of the guillotine. The Af- 
fair of the Russian Crown Jewels—which have been appraised 
at $100,000,000—has branded Czarina Alix with the stigma of 
“thief,” has still further inflamed popular passion against the 
dynasty, and is declared to have been a factor in its ban- 
ishment. 

Marie Antoinette is now generally believed to have been 
the victim of a sinister intrigue, which made her appear in 
the role of a willing recipient of the gift of a vastly expensive 
diamond necklace from the hands of the dissolute Cardinal 
de Rohan. Whether the former Czarina is as innocent de- 
pends on the point of view. To her, no doubt, the crown jew- 
els of Russta were the personal property of the dynasty. To 
the revolutionists in Petrograd they were as indubitably the 
possession of the nation. Americans will incline to the latter 
opinion. They will hold that the jewels were purchased out 
of the national treasury, and that just as President Wilson 
has the right to dwell in the White House, but does not 
own it, so the Czarina had the privilege of wearing the 
Romanoff brilliants, but could never possess them indi- 
vidually. 

The basis of the Russian scandal is this—that the Romanoff 
crown jewels, a hoard which no other collection in Europe 
can approach for magnificence—have disappeared. It is re- 
lated that some weeks after the revolutionary Government 
established itself in Petrograd, the order was given that an 
inventory be taken of the property in the hands of the im- 
perial family. Officials were sent to the Hermitage, the 
palace museum, where the national jewels were held in a 
special safe. It was opened, and apparently every piece was 
in place, with the exception of a few decorations and minor 
jewels. 

The sight which seemed to meet the eyes of the commission- 
ers was the most imposing which the rejoicing eyes of a 
connoisseur of precious stones and pearls might ever bope 
to behold. In the midst of the heap appeared to glimmer the 
Orloff diamond, one of the most famous jewels in the world, 
which weighs 104 3-4 carats, cost $450,000 and ornamented the 
tip of the imperial scepter. There were more than 40 strings 
of what appeared to be the finest and largest pearls in the 
world, outside of India, besides many of the biggest and 
purest rubies and emeralds known. 

But when experts were summoned the astounding revela- 
tion came to light that every jewel and pearl remaining in 
the safe was simply paste and imitation. The incredulous 
commission summoned other jewelry connoisseurs. The ver- 
dict was the same—that the genuine jewels had vanished and 
had been replaced with worthless frauds! 

Further investigations at the Hermitage and at the Winter 
Palace disclosed that in addition many of the almost price- 
less paintings which had once decorated their walls had been 
removed, and worthless copies hung in their place. 

The scene now shifts to the United States. In the course 
of the recent visit of the Russian Commission, a wealthy 
American woman entertained one of the commissioners with 
whom she had been acquainted in Russia. She took the op- 
portunity to ask him whether two especially magnificent 

pearls which she had remarked when worn by the 
Empress might by any chance be for sale. If so,

posing in the custody of the German brother of the Empress, 
at Darmstadt.” The Czarina was Princess Alix of Hesse- 
Darmstadt, a German Grand Duchy. 

In the meantime, the provisional Government began an 
investigation. The most striking fact, it was evident, was 
that someone had foreseen the danger of the dynasty, either 
from German invasion or from the revolution, so far ahead 
that there was time for making paste replicas of the col- 
lection. 

The result of the inquiry, it is reported here, was the dis- 
covery that the jewels and paintings had been dispatched out 
of Russia to Darmstadt in several ordinary appearing ward- 
robe trunks, safeguarded by diplomatic passports. This might 
have occurred, the report is, on one of two occasions.

The’ first was at the height of the German drive against 
Russia in 1915, when it seemed likely that the Teutons would 
take Riga and then advance on Petrograd. What more likely, 
it was asked, than that the royal family should in this crisis 
take steps to secure the wealth in their possession by send- 
ing the most condensed form of those riches, in the shape 
of jewels and paintings, to the Czarina’s brother in Darm- 
stadt, where they would be safe from Teutonic looters? 

The more plausible theory is that the revolution was fore- 
seen by the Romanoffs, and that the Czarina took the early 
precaution of sending the family’s valuables to her brother. 
Evidence obtained from customs officials on the Swedish 
border of Finland is said to show that several mysterious 
pieces of baggage were taken through from Russia to Sweden 
and thence to Germany, in the care of court couriers, who 
have not since returned to Russia. 

Whatever the occasion on which the jewels and paintings 
were exported from Russia, opinion in that country is at 
present unanimous on these two points: That the Czarina 
was responsible for their dispatch out of the country; and 
that they are now in the possession of her brother, the 
Grand Duke of Hesse-Darmstadt. How long they will re- 
main there is an anxious question for the Russian Govern- 
ment, which is well aware that Germany, in its terrible ne- 
cessity, knows no law, and would quite as soon rob a Ger- 
man Grand Duke as it would a Russian Czar. 

In the collection, in addition to, the two-score strings of 
pearls, there are thousands of other pearls, used as orna- 
ments of the imperial regalia. The gallery of rubies includes 
the largest pigeon-blood ruby in history, a historic gem 
mined in Ceylon, which is said to have a sanguinary history. 
There were seven or more of the finest emeralds known, in 
addition to many smaller stones of the same 
kind, 

The great prize of the collection was the Scep te r of : 
Orloff diamond, about which center many Catherine ITI. § 
legends concerning the curse said to fol- 
low its possessors. The huge jewel, which is known 
as the Koh-i-Tur, was stolen by a French soldier from the 
eye of a Brahman idol in India. It was stolen from the 
soldier by a ship captain, and after much bloodshed and many 
adventures, turned up in Amsterdam. It was purchased for 
$450,000 by Count Gregori Orloff, who presented it to his 
sovereign, Catherine the Great of Russia. She passed it down 
to her successors. 

In the collection are countless decorations, gold ornaments 
and quantities of priceless gold and silver plate, gathered by 
all the Romanoffs from the founder of the dynasty down to 
former Czar Nicholas. 

The Czarina, even before the charge of making away with 
the national collection of jewels, was placed against her, was 
extremely unpopular, especially in aristocratic circles. As 
Marie Antoinette was nicknamed in France ‘the Austrian 
woman,” so was the Czarina called among her people, “the 
German woman.” Although she was the granddaughter of 
Queen Victoria, the Russian nobles did not forget that she 
derived from an impoverished German duchy, and there- 
fore could not forgive her in that, coming to the Russian 
throne, she at once became a snob among snobs, and the 
most rigorous stickler for etiquette in Europe. 

She disdained social responsibilities and avoided balls and 
pageants whenever possible. It is related that during the 
Romanoff jubilee the Petrograd nobility gave a magnificent 
ball in honor of the sovereigns. How haughty the Czarina 
was considered to be was shown by the heated debate which 
filled all circles for days, as to whether she would conde- 
scend to attend at all the festival, given in her honor.

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WHAT ST. LOUIS CITIZENS AND INDUSTRIES 


“. ARE DOING TO HELP WIN THE WAR. .«¢. 


T. LOUIS has not been found wanting in re- 
sponse to the President's appeal to American 
cities to help win the war. Men, munitions 
and money, the three great essentials to the 
successful prosecution of war, are being fur- 
nished in abundance by this city, and the St. 
Louis unit is bound to be a potent one in the 

final reckoning of the enemy. 

To begin with, St. Louis has given approximately 

12,000 men for active service in the different branches 


of the military. This number, of course, includes those. 


taken in the draft. But St. Louis’ man power, though 
a substantial contribution to the fighting arm of the na- 
tion and one to be seriously reckoned with, is not the 
half of this city’s available resources at the disposal of 
the Government for war purposes. 

There is another and very vital element first to con- 
sider in war—the industrial phase; the matter of sup- 
plying an army with clothes, food and munitions. 

Napoleon said something to the effect that an army 
moves on its stomach, and Wellington declared that an 
army is only as good as its feet, meaning particularly 
that it should be well shod. They were only partly cor- 
rect, for, more generally, an army is effective only to 
the degree of efficiency of its industrial reserves at 
home. 

The industrial element of a nation is the right arm of 
the fighting forces and, for the United States, St. Louis 
is one of the sinews of that good right arm. Munitions, 
clothing, shoes and hats; foodstuffs, hospital supplies, 
horses and mules; saddles and harness;

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the sick and wounded St. Louis will be repre- 
sented in navy and army field hospitals, at home and 
abroad, with medicines and hospital supplies. Add to 
this the St. Louis chapter of the Red Cross, which is re- 
ported to be as efficiently organized as any unit in the 
United States, and the magnanimous response of this 
city t e call of humanity may be fully appreciated. 

Since the United States entered the war the local Red 
Cross chapter has made and shipped 210,000 packages, 
each containing one of about 25 articles. They include, 
besides bandages and surgical dressings, light and heavy 
pajamas, convalescing robes, comfort bags, containing a 
wealth of useful articles; handkerchiefs, helmets, caps, 
leggings, towels, pillow cases, sheets, bed shoes, hos- 
pital slippers and napkins. 

The chapter, within one week’s time, equipped and 
started on its way to France Base Hospital Unit No. 21, 
at a cost of $50,000. This hospital is a mobile affair and 
has a staff personnel of 300 and a capacity of 500 beds. 
Recently the number of beds has been increased and 
£t. Louis chapter sent an additional 30 nurses, 47 en- 
listed men and four surgeons, who left St. Louis two 
weeks ago. 

The chapter was organized last February and Mrs. 
Frank V. Hammar was elected chairman. It now has 
a membership of 36,000 in St. Louis and 5000 in East St. 
Louis. More than 2500 women make the garments and 
other articles in the Kinloch Building, and surgical 
dressings and bandages in the medical department of 
Washington University. They work in shifts of about 


tents, Diesel engines, electric motors, hard- 
ware, coal and iron, and even fire apparatus 
for the cantonments are a few of the prod- 
ucts St. Louis is giving to our military prepa- 
ration for the great struggle to come. And, 
next in power to the indomitable spirit which 
animates our soldiers, an abundance of 
money has been subscribed by St. Louisans 
to help stabilize the finances of the nation. 
St. Louis manufacturers are furnishing to 
the army and navy $3,000,000 worth of eight- 
inch shells and have additional facilities for 
still greater production should the War De- 
partment call for more. From this item 
alone it may be inferred that St. Louis prod- 
ucts will work with telling effect in the 
great decisions to come. 

Guns, too, the four-inch type with which 
merchantmen, transports and supply ships 
for our men at the front will be enabled to 
fight off the destructive U-boat, are being 
produced under the supervision of a St. Louis 
concern.

The 
soldier must be well clothed, in seasonable garments; he should be 
neat and trim as a stimulus to pride, which, in itself, keeps a man on 
good terms with himself. Every article of clothing worn by the soldier 
can be produced in enormous quantities in this city, and war contracts 
are being completed in*the order of their importance, which is first. 


Comfortably clad and well shod, the soldier is now ready for his kit 
and gun. St. Louis can equip the kit, but does not manufacture rifles. 
Napoleon was right—food is the fuel that generates mobility of an 
army. Someone said facetiously of man, in regard to the responsive- 
ness of his affections, that the way to his heart is through his stom- 
“ach, and some housewives have desperately endeavored, 
successfully, to establish the truth of this theory. War is a battle of 
strong hearts, and the full stomach is a cardiac accelerator. Germany 
today is depriving its women and children of necessary foods that the

St. Louis is admirably meeting this important contingency with flour 
and packing-house products—which means bread and meat. To this 
may be added foodstuffs in plenty and of every variety, with which Cutting 300 thicknesses of cloth with an electric jig saw in the manufacture 


200 a day at each place, giving each woman at least ong 
day a week to devote to the work. 

In the campaign for funds, June 18-25, St. Louisans 
pledged $2,100,000, and the chapter was thus enabled to 
make a proper showing for St. Louis. About $11,000 a 
month is spent for materials, from which the women 
volunteer workers make useful articles and necessi- 
ties for the suffering soldiers and peoples of the world, 

Being the distributing point for coal from the Mis- 
sissippi Valley, St. Louis again takes rank as one of the 
foremost American cities in resources for war pure 
poses, and the same can be said of metal products from 
the rough, including hardware of all kinds, for which 
St. Louis manufacturers have been nationally known. 

Diesel engines, which, by reason of the fact that they 
generate great power from crude oil—the type of ene 
gine that made possible the memorable voyages of the 
undersea merchantman Deutschland—are manufactured 
in this city for our new submarines, and we are fur- 
nishing also electric motors and other electrical deviceg 
for the army and navy. 

The new cantonments for the national army are being 
thrown up rapidly without special fireproof attention, 
but St. Louis has been called upon to protect these builde 
ings. Nearly 700 hose reels for the cantonments are 
being manufactured here and the contract will be Ccomie 
pleted before Sept. 5. 

Hardly any detail has been overlooked in the demands 
of the warring nations upon this city’s resources, and 
hardly ever has this city been found wanting in the 
matter of supplies. Artificial limbs, for example, has 
become a flourishing industry in itself, and the man- 
ufacturers here have contracts which will keep them 
working overtime for months to come. 

Another barometer of the importance of St. Louis as 
a mighty force in our preparation for war is the increase 
in rail and river traffic in and out of this city since 
April last. In 1916 the tonnage by rail and river received 
at St. Louis was:

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SUBWAY under the intersection of King’s high- 
way, Lindell boulevara and the east en- 
trance to Forest Park has been suggested 
by Allen H. Sweet of 6834 Waldemar av- 
enue, a mechanical engineer, as a solution 
of the traffic problem there. 

Traffic officers have long struggled to 
lessen the dangerous congestion of automobile traffic 
at this point. There is a steady procession of cars pour- 
ing into the place from five entrances during the busy 
hours—morning, evening and especially on Sunday— 
requiring the best efforts of several officers, mounted 
and afoot, to regulate their movement with a minimum 
of accidents. 


In the center of the space at the Lindell entrance is 
an electric light standard, surmounting a large base 
which more or less complicates matters as a turning 


point, obstructs the view of the officers and tends to 
aggravate their difficulties. 


Mr. Sweet’s plan contemplates a west passage through 
the subway, connecting Lindell under King’s highway, 
and an east passage connecting the entrance to Forest 
Park to Lindell east of King’s highway, thus affording a 
continuous direct passage both ways without danger of 
obstruction. 

The plan would eliminate entirely all east-bound traffic 
intending to cross King’s highway from Lindell, divert- 
ing it to Forest Park and through the subway, and 
would close the east entrance of Forest Park to west- 
bound traffic from Lindell east of King’s highway. This 
traffic would have to enter Forest Park from Ilindell at 
some place west of King’s highway. 

The subway as proposed by Mr. Sweet could start 
about 100 feet east of King’s highway, on Lindell, in the 
center of the street, and still leave a 15-foot roadway 
on each side for traffic turning north and south into or 
coming off King’s highway. 

Under the point now occupied by the light standard 
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the road would form a Y, one point connecting with the 
Forest Park entrance and the other with the west ex- 
tension of Lindell. Above could be a large open space, 
surrounded by a rail, which would serve to light the 
subway by day. 

The space now, Mr. Sweet shows in his sketch, is 
slightly higher than Lindell and the park entrance, 
which would reduce the complications of digging an 
underground passage. 

The great width of Lindell and the Forest Park drive- 
way makes it possible to leave ample space on each 
side of a subway for surface traffic to supplement the 
subway at the busiest times. The plan, he calculates, 
would at least halve the traffic at this point and present 
a feasible solution of the problem. 

Merrell S. McCarty, general contractor and construc- 
tion engineer, who is familiar with excavation and re- 
inforced concrete work, has estimated such a subway 
as Sweet proposes could be built at an approximate cost 
of $30,000.

but also because of her extraordinary strength of will. 

In play she excelled in her remarkable eye and footwork. 


Thus says Miss Mary K. Browne, former national cham- 
pion, in what she declares to be her very first interview. 

Miss Browne recently took part in the series of exhibi- 
tion matches at Forest Hills, L. I., by which the National 
Lawn Tennis Association raised money for three ambu- 
lance units. Hence her willingness to talk. 

But while on charity and patriotism bent Miss Browne 
had the good fortune to beat her former conqueror, Miss 
Molla Bjurstedt, the present titleholder. How had she 
performed the seemingly impossible? It Was.on this 
question that she was asked to talk. She did so, though 
reluctantly. 

“If you want to be a winner,” said Miss Browne, “you 
first master your strokes. Then the game becomes one 
of generalship. You win by studying the methods of 
your opponents.” 

This is how she follows her own advice. 

Twelve years ago Miss Browne began to master the es- 
sentials of her game. Her first instructor was an eldcr 
brother, by name Nat. Then she grew up, so to speak, 
under the eye of Miss May Sutton, in an atmosphere 
heavy with championships. She early discovered that 
good eyes are an asset, and that good judgment is indis- 
pensable to a good game. 

“It takes both of these to secure the accuracy neces- 
sary in placing your shots. It comes, of course, gradual- 
ly by practice.” 

It was in 1913 that she first won her national cham- 
pionship, succeeding Mrs: Hazel Whitman. In 1915 she 
went to Colorado and defaulted her title to Miss Bjur 
stedt, the muscular invader from Norway who has held 
it ever since. 

When you come near Miss Browne you are struck by 
the fact that she seems herself lacking in the physique 
she considers essential. 

Her feet attract notice. They are slim and small, not 
of the variety which you expect to find in flat tennis 
shoes. Her face also is slim. Only her shoulders give 
definite promise of the force she must own. Her hands, 
though not large, look capable. But put her beside Miss 
Bjurstedt she would look delicate. The Norwegian girl 
looks altogether as powerful as she certainly is. 

How, then, had Miss Browne managed to outplay her? 
The answer lies in an analysis of her game. 

“Miss Bjurstedt,”’ declared the Californian, “keeps well 
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in the back courts. I like to play up to the net.” But 
those who watched her beat the champion declared that 
not only did she like it, but she insisted on it, much to 
the discomfiture of her opponent.

“Tennis takes speed,’ she announces calmly. And hers 
is that of lightning. Miss Bjurstedt’s seemed slow com- 
pared with her covering of her court. 


Now, if one woman can beat another seemingly far her 
superior in mere physical strength, is there any reason 
why she could not also beat a man? 

The question was put to Miss Browne. 

“Women will never beat men,” she declared. “Men's 
superior endurance and physique make it impossible. 
Why, any one of the 20 best men players in this country 
could beat us easily. In fact, probably an average player 
could do it, with luck. In England, in a mixed match, 
the man’s handicap is 30 points. That’s about the 

measure of the relative worth of the sexes 
at tennis. 

“But even leaving out the question of 
physique, we are under a disadvantage in 
playing them, because of the suitability of 
their dress. Skirts are an eternal handicap 
for women.” 

“Have you any advice to offer novices?” 
Miss Browne was asked. 

“IT have none,” she said, “except constant 

practice of the principal strokes.” 


It is only in recent years that women tennis players 
have taken up net-play and it is still quite uncommon to 
see them at the net. Among the large number of women 
who play tennis more than well, only a few have suffi- 
cient agility and reach to cover the net. The net-player 
must have a greate: amount ©* endurance and strength, 
for she must make vastly quicker returns, with less 
chance for recovery between her shots, and it is a fact 
well known to all players that it requires more strength 
of wrist and arm to return a ball from the net. This 
is easily understood when it is considered that a ball 
steadily loses speed the farther it travels, and that at 
the net every ball is going much faster than when it 
reaches the back of the court. 


Not long ago all women players served underhand, and 
in fact abroad they still do so. It is no unusual sight 
in England to see a woman who has excellent ground 
strokes serve an underhand ball with a little cut so easy 
to get that a child of 10 could return it. American wom- 
en have the honor of being the first to serve overhand. 
At first there was violent protest that fit couldn’t be done, 
that women weren't built for overhead shots. But in 
spite of all opposition the class of women who adopted 
overhead service steadily grew larger. However, it re- 
mained for Miss Bjurstedt and Miss Browne to make it 
These players have a swift service that 
is extremely hard to get. 


Miss Browne has an opportunity, during this month, 
to demonstrate conclusively that she is the superior of 
Miss Bjurstedt, for the matches begun at Forest Hills 
are to be continued at various points in the country.

Russia’s “Affair of the Crown Jewels” 


cording to observers who had an intimate opportunity to 
know her well, was due to a painful shyness towards 
strangers, which caused her to be considered cold and 
haughty. . 


“Loved and respected by intimate friends,” says the 
author of recently published “Memoirs of the Russian 
Court,” written prior to the revolution, “the Empress 
has not, however, endeared herself to the general pub- 
lic. to whom she gives the impression of not endeavor- 
ing ta,make herself popular. This is no doubt due to 
her shyness. She leads a most secluded life, seeing only 
the members of her family and her most intimate circle 
of friends. t 

“The morbid tendency of her nature causes her te mag: 
nify troubles and misfortunes. When she came to Russia, 
young and lovely as she was, everyone was sorry for the 
sad circumstances attending her coming to Russia and 
her marriage. Everyone admired her and was prepared 
to love her. But she did not appear to understand the 
homage that was offered her. This was interpreted as 
want of appreciation on the young sovereign’s part, and 


the unbounded homage and admiratign were replaced by 
criticism.” Quite the contrary were the causes of Marie 
Anteinette’s unpopularity in’ France. She was.actused 
not of too great seripgusness, but of unwarranted levity 
and gayety. She did not. shrink from the adulation of 
the crowd, but courted it. Not shyless, but unbecoming 
boldness, was ascribed to the young Austrian Princess. 
So, when the Affair of the Diamond Necklace occurred, 
most of Patis, at court and in the street, was prepared to 
believe hér guilty. 

The necklace in question had been assembled by the 
jewelers to the French court for Madame du Barry, on 
the order of ‘Louis XV. The King died before the neck- 
lace was completed, and the jewelers were anxious to find 
a purchaser. , 

A certain Countess Lamotte, who had some influence 
with Queen Marie Antoinette, carried on an intrigue re- 
volving about Cardinal de Rohan, Grand Almoner of 
France and Bishop of Strassburg. The vain prelate was 
easily persuaded that the Queen was inclined to look 
with favor on him, and his delusions were confirmed by 
interviews in which a woman of the streets, Mlle. Oliva,

who resembled the Queen remarkably in form and figure, 
impersonated Marie Antoinette. 

The Countess Lamotte was meanwhile persuading the 
jewelers that the Queen was willing to purchase the neck- 
lace, but that she insisted the negotiations should take 
place through a thirgf , Cardinal Rohan being named 
for this service. Rohan ‘was persuaded that his success 
with the Queen depended on his Compliancy in the matter. 
So he agreed to pay 1,600,000.livres for the necklace. 

In the presence of Rohan the necklace was delivered 
tc the Queen. The failure of Rohan to pay when the 
first note became due—he did not expect to have to pay 
at all—led the jewelers to complain to the police. 

The whole affair’ was aired. Rohan, in. his pontifical 
robes, was arrested in the midst of the court and sent to 
the Bastile. The Parlement of Paris found the Countess 
Lamotte guilty of the theft of the necklace, and sen- 
tenced her to be scourged, branded and imprisoned for 
tife. She escaped. from prison and died miserably in 
London. Rohan was found by the Parlement to be an 
innocent dupe. This affair was one of the most fatal 
factors in the overthrow of the French monarchy.

At the Peace of Guadalupe Hidalgo, which 
ended the Mexican War, this country 
astonished the Mexicans by agreeing to 
pay $15,000,000 for the cession of New 
Mexico and Upper California, besides as- 
suming more than $3,000,000 of obligations 
owed to United States citizens by Mex- 
ico. And the Spanish diplomats negotiat- 
ing peace after the Spanish-American 
war, could not conceal their amazement 
and glee when this country agreed read- 
ily to pay $20,000,000 for the Philippines 
and Porto Rico, already ours through 
force of arms. 

One of the most singular treaties of 
peace in history is that of Ghent, which 
terminated the War of 1812 between the 
United States and Great Britain. This 
treaty was unique in that it did not even 
mention the chief cause of the war, which 
was the impressment of American sea- 
men on British ships. Not a word was 
said about ‘the rights of neutrals,” an- 
other phrase employed by the United 
States in declaring war. Instead there 
were generalities about abolishing slave 
trade and fixing international boundaries 
on the Great Lakes. The fact was that 
the Napoleonic wars having terminated, 
England was left with free hands, and the 
United States did not venture to insist 
upon the grievances for which she took 
up arms. However, England tacitly yield- 
ed by ceasing to impress American mari- 
ners. 

A significant instance of Prussian policy 
is found in the Peace of Prague, which 


Japan, of course, had decisively defeat- 
ed Russia, both on land and sea, but the 
land victories were won only by an enor- 
mous expenditure of lives. In addition, 
Japan’s finances were almost bankrupt. 
Not unnaturally, when the peace commis- 
sion met at Portsmouth, Japan demanded 
an indemnity. The Russian negotiators, 
displaying one of the most magnificent 
feats of bluff in all diplomacy, refused 
even to consider a money compensation, 
and the’ conference reached a deadlock. 
Under normal conditions, war would have 
been resumed. 

But Roosevelt stepped in and constitut- 
ed himself virtual mediator between Rus- 
sia and Japan. Entirely ignoring the peace 
conference, he carried on negotiations di- 
rectly with Tokio and St. Petersburg, 
through the American Ambassador to 
Russia and Baron Kaneko, considered the 
personal representative of Marquis Ito in 
this country. Finally, to the immense 
amazement of the Russian conferees, the 
Japanese agreed to waive all claims to in- 
demnity, and in addition surrendered. to 
Russia half the island of Saghalien, which 
Japanese troops had conquered in its en- 
tirety. Japan attempted to console her- 
self with Port Arthur and adjacent terri- 
tory on the Liao-tung Peninsula, and with 
Russia’s evacuation of Manchuria, but 
there was furious rioting in Tokio when 
the peace terms became known, and a re- 
sentment against the United States was 
aroused which has not to this day sub- 
sided.
